A short  time  ago  I attended  a symposium  at  the  Huntington  Library 
just  outside  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  entitled  "Crossing  Boundaries:  New 
Perspectives  on  Civil  War  Military  and  Cultural  History  . Leading  histor- 
ians from  many  Universities  were  the  guest  speakers,  and  it  was  a real 
treat  and  a wonderful  opportunity  to  be  in  their  presence. 

During  lunch  break  I was  seated  with  other  Civil  War  enthusiasts 
when  the  discussion  focused  on  why  each  of  us  were  attending  this  two- 
day  affair.  One  person  was  a writer  of  historical  books,  another  was  a Civil 
War  enactor,  another  was  a past  president  of  a Civil  War  Round  Table 
group  in  the  Los  Angeles  area,  and  when  it  was  my  turn  to  introduce 
myself,  I mentioned  that  I was  a collector  of  Civil  War  tokens,  took  photos 
of  my  tokens,  put  together  slide  shows,  and  wrote  articles  for  our  quarterly 
journal,  etc.  At  this  point  the  past  president  of  the  Civil  War  Round  Table 
Group  mentioned  she  never  heard  of  and  knew  nothing  about  Civil  War 
tokens,  so  I proceeded  to  provide  her  with  a background  and  introduction 
to  the  field  of  tokens.  She  showed  great  interest,  and  then  asked  if  I would 
be  kind  enough  to  be  a speaker  at  a future  meeting  of  her  group.  I agreed 
readily  without  thinking 

I soon  became  very  apprehensive  about  giving  a slide  show  to 
these  people  as  they  are  very  knowledgeable  about  the  entire  panorama 
of  this  era  of  our  history  and  I didn't  want  to  bore  them  for  an  hour.  How 
must  I proceed?  After  thinking  and  rethinking  an  approach,  I finally 
decided  to  give  them  an  historical,  numismatic  history  of  American  coin- 
age with  an  emphasis  on  the  Civil  War  and  Civil  War  tokens  in  particular. 
One  difficulty  we  Americans  have  growing  up  in  the  world's  richest  and 
mightiest  country  with  its  high  standard  of  living,  is  that  it  makes  it  difficult 
for  us  to  realize  that  in  our  beginnings  we  were  a pool  of  struggling  second 
class  inhabitants  living  under  the  yoke  of  a ruling  king  out  to  exploit  us  at 
every  turn  and  times  have  greatly  changed. 

The  American  colonies  suffered  the  effects  of  mercantilism.  Eng- 
land made  the  colonies  dependent  on  her.  We  could  not  coin  our  own 
money,  we  were  not  allowed  to  trade  with  other  foreign  countries,  and  we 
had  to  supply  the  mother  country  with  raw  materials  and  buy  the  finished 
products  from  her  in  turn.  The  colonies  were  forced  to  use  strange  money, 
such  as  wampum,  hand  forged  nails,  beaver  pelts,  tobacco,  etc. 
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Slide  1 - hand  forged  nails  & wampum 


Slide  2 - Colonial  paper  issues 


England  permitted  the  colonies  to  mint  paper  money  as  other 
countries  would  not  accept  it.  Hard  currency,  gold  and  silver,  remained 
under  the  control  of  England,  our  exploiters.  It  was  unlawful  to  mint  coins 
in  the  colonies. 
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Slide  3 -Pillar  dollar 

The  Spanish  piece  of  eight  became  the  standard  coin  of  the  col- 
onies and  our  silver  dollar  was  based  on  it,  both  in  purity  and  weight. 
Spanish  coins  were  based  on  a system  of  eight,  and  often  we  had  to  cut 
the  eight  reales  piece  to  make  change  , hence  four  bits  was  50  cents,  and 
two  bits  became  our  quarter  dollar,  etc. 


Slide  4 - Foreign  coins,  francs  and  thalers,  etc. 

Foreign  coins  were  eagerly  accepted  in  trade  in  the  colonies  and 
were  legal  tender,  especially  New  World  gold  and  silver  of  Latin  America. 
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Slide  5 - Broken  bank  note 

After  the  Revolutionary  War  was  won,  the  individual  states  had  the 
right  to  set  up  banks  and  issue  their  own  paper  currency.  The  United 
States  had  three  types  of  currency  circulating:  (1)  U.S.  government  issued 
copper,  silver,  and  gold  coins,  (2)  state  bank  issued  paper  currency,  (3) 
and  foreign  silver  and  gold  coins.  It  is  estimated  that  there  was  only  one 
minor  U.S.  silver  coin  circulating  in  the  U.S.  per  person  in  the  year  1830. 


Slide  6 - California  gold  coins,  25  cents,  50  sents,  and  $1.00 

The  California  gold  rush  finally  provided  our  government  enough 
money  in  its  treasury  to  demonitize  foreign  coins  in  our  economy  by  the 
year  1857. 
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Slide  7 - Flying  eagle  small  cents  replaced  large  cents  in  1857. 

They  had  a short  life  span  of  two  years  being  minted. 


Slide  8 - Hard  Times  tokens  Issued  1832  to  1844 

During  this  period  a huge  depression  occurred  and  private  tokens 
about  the  size  of  the  large  cents  were  created.  Many  were  of  a political 
nature  and  satirized  Andrew  Jackson  and  his  fight  with  the  federal  banks. 
These  were  American  precursors  to  the  Civil  War  tokens  which  followed 
later  in  1862. 


Slide  9 - English  copper  Conder  tokens 

During  the  Napoleonic  War,  England  suffered,  since  no  coinage 
was  produced  at  this  time,  and  the  Industrial  Revolution  was  in  full  swing, 
so  emergency  tokens  were  produced  from  1790  to  1812  to  aid  commerce. 
They  were  accepted  by  the  populace. 
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Slide  10  - In  1811  and  1812  private  English  silver  tokens  appeared. 

At  this  point  the  Crown  finally  stepped  in  and  outlawed  the  private 
minting  of  all  tokens  in  England.  The  minting  of  coins  was  the  domain  of 
the  Crown  and  all  private  minted  tokens  designed  to  replace  or  compete 
with  official  English  coins  were  outlawed. 


Slide  11  - Cardboard  chits  were  introduced  to  alleviate  the  coin 
shortage  around  1862  in  the  North. 

After  a year  of  fighting  and  no  Union  victory  in  sight,  plus  the  fact 
that  the  Confederacy  was  winning  most  of  the  battles,  fear  and  hysteria 
swept  over  the  country.  People  began  hoarding  all  forms  of  money,  com- 
merce began  to  stagnate,  and  speculation  in  coins  began  in  earnest.  Mil- 
lions of  dollars  in  silver  coins  were  exported  to  Canada  and  Latin  America, 
just  when  America  was  beginning  to  feel  financially  secure. 
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Slide  12  - Merchants  began  issuing  private  scrip  to  their  customers, 
(lOUs). 


After  the  coin  shortage  developed.  Some  issued  tokens  also.  Peo- 
ple still  preferred  metal  to  paper.  Our  government  finally  was  forced  to 
issue  paper  currency  for  the  first  time  since  the  Revolutionary  War. 


Slide  13  - Postage  stamps  were  even  declared  legal  tender  for  small 
amounts  by  our  government. 

Stamps  were  not  designed  for  circulating,  with  their  poor  quality 
paper  and  gummed  backs,  so  the  idea  of  inserting  stamps  in  small  postal 
envelopes  was  tried,  but  this  practice  was  discontinued  when  unscrupulous 
people  inserted  used  stamps  or  cut  up  paper  instead  of  unused  postage 
stamps.  (For  many  fast  transactions,  street  car  conductors,  for  example, 
would  hold  up  envelopes  to  the  light  to  see  if  stamps  were  enclosed  only 
later,  after  closer  inspection,  to  find  that  they  had  been  duped.) 
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Slide  14  - Encased  postage  stamp 


John  Gault,  inventor  and  employee  of  Scovill  Button  Factory, 
invented  the  encased  postage  stamp.  By  placing  a postage  stamp  in  a 
metal  frame,  and  enclosing  it  with  a metal  back  and  using  mica  as  a 
transparent  window,  it  allowed  the  stamps  to  be  visible  and  able  to  with- 
stand the  rigors  of  circulation.  It  was  deemed  too  expensive  to  manufac- 
ture, even  when  advertising  was  placed  on  the  back  covering. 


Slide  15  - First  issue  of  postal  currency,  first  fractional  government 
paper  money  and  still  legal  tender 

Even  though  this  was  government  sponsored,  people  disliked  any 
and  all  forms  of  paper  money. 
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Slide  16  - Counterfeit  Postal  currency  and  genuine  postal  currency 


Thg  art  of  engraving  had  become  highly  refined  and  counterfeiting 
became  rampant  at  this  time.  Counterfeiting  of  broken  bank  notes  was 
localized  before  the  Civil  War,  but  when  paper  currency  became  national- 
ized, the  horizon  of  the  counterfeiter  was  extended  nationwide. 


Slide  17  - Similarity  between  advertising  note  and  U.S.  fractional  note 


The  skill  of  the  engraver  is  clearly  visible  on  this  advertising  note, 
which  closely  resembles  a later  10  cent  U.S.  fractional  note. 


Slide  18  - Flying  eagle  cent 

Some  Civil  War  tokens  used  a flying  eagle  to  simulate  legitimate 
U.S.  coinage. 
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Slide  19  - Indian  head  cents  endured  from  1859  - 1909. 

A great  many  Civil  War  token  dies  made  use  of  Indian  head 
designs  similar  to  the  U.S.  cents.  They  were  popular  in  both  the  patriotic 
varieties  and  store  card  varieties. 


Slide  20  - Store  card  tokens  usually  identified  merchant,  product, 
and  location. 

Since  store  cards  had  to  be  specially  hand  crafted  for  specific 
merchants,  they  were  more  expensive,  and  usually  produced  in  smaller 
quantities,  thus  they  were  less  common  generally  and  usually  of  higher 
rarity  than  the  more  generic  patriotic  types.  A highly  sought  after  token 
was  issued  by  Dr.  Rose,  who  treated  venereal  disease,  the  treatment  of 
which  being  usually  worse  than  the  illness. 
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Slide  21  - Pictorial,  illustrating  a beer  wagon  of  the  times 

As  this  token  demonstrates,  tokens  give  us  glimpses  into  the  Civil 
War  era  in  America.  Neither  U S.  stamps  nor  coins  did! 


Slide  22  - This  store  card  consists  only  of  words 

Even  though  no  mention  of  value  appears  on  the  token,  it  was 
readily  accepted  as  a cent.  It  looked  like  a coin,  it  was  made  of  copper, 
and  it  was  not  fabricated  of  paper.  Paper  currency  was  highly  suspect  by 
most  Americans. 


Slide  23  - Felix  Saloon  token  from  New  York  City  was  the  only  Civil 
War  token  with  Hebrew  letters  and  they  translate  as  "kosher." 


Note  the  use  of  the  Indian  head  which  was  so  commonly  used  on 
Civil  War  tokens. 
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Slide  24  - The  plow  pictured  on  this  token  reminds  us  that  America 
was  still  more  rural  than  urban  in  the  1860s. 


Slide  25  - Patent  medicines  were  very  popular,  but  rather  than  cure 
ill-  nesses  or  induce  miracle  cures,  they  created  more  drunkenness 
for  certain. 


Slide  26  - Mass  produced  store-bought  clothing  was  beginning  to 
appear  as  part  of  the  industrial  revolution  that  America  was 
experiencing. 

The  next  category  of  Civil  War  tokens  to  view  are  referred  to  as 
"Patriotic  tokens.  They  were  generic  in  scope  and  could  be  used  by  any 
merchant  to  be  given  as  change.  They  were  made  in  greater  quantities, 
and  once  made,  could  be  sold  at  a lower  price  (about  5 for  1 cent).  They 
used  patriotic  symbols,  or  proclaimed  patriotic  slogans,  and  covered  a 
whole  range  of  sentiments  and  bellicose  bravado.  These  tokens  did  not 
specify  any  particular  merchant. 
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Slide  27  - A common  Patriotic  token  imitating  a U.S.  cent 

On  one  side  is  the  Indian  head,  and  on  the  other  a very  small  "not" 
above  the  words  ONE  CENT.  The  die  maker  did  not  wish  to  run  afoul  the 
law,  so  this  token  now  reads  "not  one  cent".  How  about  that  for  duplicity! 


Slide  28  - This  token  hides  the  word  "not"  where  the  wreathes  come 
together  at  the  top  on  the  reverse. 

Many  Americans  were  not  too  literate.  Many  were  immigrants  and 
could  not  read  English,  and  could  be  easily  fooled  by  the  many  token 
issues.  Some  tokens  had  the  word  "Not"  scratched  out  all  together. 


Slide  29  - This  patriotic  token  could  easily  be  accepted  by  a new 
immigrant  as  a legitimate  U.S.  coin. 
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It  depicts  an  eagle  over  a shield.  The  words  "United  States  of 
America"  appears  on  the  legend  and  it  looks  official.  The  Indian  head  cent 
first  appeared  in  1859,  and  by  1862  many  Americans  still  had  never  seen 
the  newly  minted  Indian  head  cent.  Money  distribution  was  poor  in  many 
areas. 


Slide  30  - Patriotic  slogan 

"No  North,  No  South,  No  East,  No  West  - One  Country"  and  the 
National  flag  appears  on  the  other  side. 


Slide  31  - Many  diverse  feelings  are  expressed  on  Union  tokens 
This  pro  South  token  brags,  "No  Submission  to  the  North". 
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Slide  32  - This  Abolitionist  token  states  "Liberty  for  All." 


The  Abolitionists  were  hated  by  the  Southerners  and  unpopular  to 
most  Northerners.  Very  few  Americans  of  the  time  could  even  imagine 
making  Blacks  their  equals. 


Slide  33  - One  token,  and  one  token  only,  mentions  the  word 
"Slavery"  and  it  states  "Liberty  and  no  Slavery. 

Civil  War  tokens  offer  us  insights  to  our  history  of  that  era. 
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Slide  34  - Patriotic  Slogan  - "The  Union  Must  and  shall  be  preserved  - 
Jackson." 

The  other  side  pictures  Old  Glory  and  states,  “The  Flag  of  our 
Union".  Patriotism  and  religion  reached  a high  water  mark  during  the  Civil 
War.  This  was  the  time  when  "In  God  We  Trust"  came  into  being  on  our 
coinage.  It  appeared  on  the  two  cent  coin  of  1864. 


Slide  35  -States  "Our  Little  Monitor"  and  pictures  same  in  action. 

As  all  of  you  are  aware,  the  clash  of  the  Monitor  and  Merrimack 
changed  naval  construction  for  all  time  from  wooden  hulls  to  iron.  Note  all 
the  history  to  be  gleaned  from  Civil  War  tokens. 
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Slide  36  - This  token  reminds  us  of  the  manipulation  of  U.S.  Money. 

It  states  "Coppers  20  pr  ct  premium",  which  refers  to  the  fact  that 
even  U.S.  copper  coinage  was  being  offered  a premium  by  speculators 
and  war  profiteers.  A paper  dollar  had  a value  less  than  hard  currency. 
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Slide  37  - Sutler  tokens  are  quite  rare. 

Since  sutlers  moved  with  army  units,  they  can't  be  easily  pinned 
down  to  a location.  Note,  this  token  is  valued  at  10  cents. 


Slide  38  - Civil  War  tokens  caused  a change  in  the  cent  composition. 

Because  people  eagerly  accepted  Civil  War  tokens  so  readily  in 
change,  and  as  they  were  made  primarily  of  copper,  the  U.S.  mint 
switched  from  producing  Indian  heads  made  from  a copper-nickel  alloy  to 
cents  made  basically  of  copper.  This  switch  occurred  after  trade  tokens 

were  outlawed  in  1864. 

My  presentation  to  this  Civil  War  Roundtable,  was  an  hour  and  15 
minutes  in  length,  and  I felt  a real  interest  was  demonstrated  by  the  audi- 
ence of  14  members.  Before  I began  my  talk  and  slide  show  I asked  how 
many  had  ever  heard  of  Civil  War  tokens.  Of  the  14  present,  only  three 
members  ever  heard  of  Civil  War  tokens.  One  person  after  the  program 
came  up  to  me  and  said  he  was  thinking  about  not  attending  this  meeting 
as  he  wasn't  interested  in  how  people  traveled  from  one  town  to  another 
using  tokens  on  trains.  He  added,  “I'm  glad  I changed  my  mind,  I enjoyed 
the  program.”  A recurring  question  was,  why  would  people  accept  Civil  war 
tokens  and  not  U.S.  paper  fractional  currency  and  greenbacks?  My 
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response  was  the  Revolutionary  War  wasn't  that  far  removed  from  the 
Civil  War  and  they  remembered  the  suffering  so  many  people  endured 
who  were  forced  to  accept  worthless  paper.  (Remember  the  slogan,  "Not 
worth  a Continental?”)  Paper  was  easy  to  counterfeit,  and  there  were 
many  broken  bank  notes  still  floating  around,  and  many  of  these  were 
worthless  too,  but  they  were  beautifully  engraved. 

Civil  War  tokens  were  made  of  metal.  Many  had  the  look  and  feel 
of  hard  currency  and  were  about  the  same  size  as  the  cent.  So  many 
people  were  accepting  tokens  in  change,  many  went  along  with  the  flow 
like  sheep.  If  others  accepted  tokens  in  change,  why  not  me? 


Every  person  in  attendance  was  aware  of  and  knew  about  the  four 
Confederate  half  dollars,  and  the  12  Confederate  cents  that  never  circu- 
lated. These  16  coins  played  no  significant  role  in  the  Civil  War,  in  fact 
their  existence  didn't  come  to  light  until  after  the  Civil  War.  Their  value  in 
terms  of  dollars  is  now  astronomical,  and  I am  wondering  how  much  a 
Confederate  half  dollar  will  bring  when  it  comes  up  at  auction  soon.  Some- 
thing is  awry  when  millions  of  Civil  war  tokens  helped  to  stabilize  the  Nor- 
thern economy  during  most  of  the  Civil  War  and  people  in  the  know,  know 
nothing  about  them,  while  16  non  - circulating  Confederate  coins  occupy 
the  minds  not  only  of  these  same  people,  but  society  in  general. 

I showed  seven  more  slides  depicting  the  16  previous  coins  men- 
tioned as  well  as  some  sample  paper  currency  of  the  Confederacy.  The  50 
cent  Confederate  note  today  brings  about  $35  U.S.,  while  most  all  Confed- 
erate notes  are  selling  for  more  real  present  day  U.S.  dollars  than  the  Con- 
federate value  printed  on  them  from  Civil  War  days.  It  wasn't  that  long  ago 
when  people  were  papering  their  homes  with  Confederate  bills  because 
they  were  considered  worthless!  There  must  be  some  truth  in  the  slogan, 
"The  South  will  rise  again!" 
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THE  MILITARY  ASPECT 


OF  CIVIL  WAR  TOKENS 


Civil  War  token  dies  were  designed  to  emulate  a wide  range  of 
many  different  ideas,  feelings,  categories,  and  economic  desires  of  die 
sinkers,  entrepreneurs,  merchants,  etc.  It  is  apparent  that  there  was  a 
desire  to  have  these  tokens  appear  coin  - like.  In  general  there  was  an 
obverse  (heads)  and  reverse  (tails).  Many  dies  consisted  of  a female 
Liberty  Head  or  Indian  head,  or  patriotic  Americans.  Sometimes  a patriotic 
slogan  or  an  American  symbol  decorated  the  obverse,  while  the  reverse 
frequently  was  engaged  in  skirting  economic  values  often  with  a decor- 
ative wreath,  i.e.,  "Not  One  Cent,”  "I.O. U.  ONE  CENT,”  etc. 

The  major  reason  I collect  Civil  War  tokens  is  that  they  impart  so 
much  history  and  record  for  all  time  what  transpired  during  the  1860s. 
Peruse  your  American  coinage  and  not  a hint  of  a civil  war  can  be 
unearthed,  on  the  other  hand  study  your  Civil  War  tokens,  and  the  whole 
panorama  of  America's  worst  war  tugs  at  your  heartstrings  and  recreates 
those  perilous  times.  Now  let’s  look  at  the  war  through  our  patriotic 

A suitable  starting  point  is  die  218  which  goes  back  to  Greek  myth- 
ology depicting  an  Amazon  who  was  in  legend  a woman  warrior  who 
devoted  herself  to  war  and  hunting.  In  the  21st  century  we  find  women 
today  serving  in  the  military.  What  comes  around,  goes  around. 

The  basic  weapons  of  war  are  the  gun  and  sword  and  each  is 
pictured  in  many  ways.  We  find  the  cannon  and  cannon  balls  depicted  on 
dies168  and  170.  Die  169  shows  a cannon  with  the  words,  "Peace  Maker.” 
I am  reminded  of  the  Viet  Nam  war  where  one  of  our  officers  was  quoted 
as  saying,  "We  had  to  destroy  the  village  in  order  to  save  it."  Die  171  pic- 
tures a flag,  plus  the  words,  "Stand  by  the  Flag"  (no  doubt,  an  urgent  plea 
to  obtain  enlistments).  Die  172  just  shows  a pair  of  crossed  cannons  and 
date. 
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A full  scale  war  requires  the  military,  thus  a great  many  dies 
contain  the  words,  "Army  and  Navy,”  or  "Army,"  or  "Navy,”  and  in  conjunc- 
tion with  these  dies  most  have  a wreath,  either  crossed  swords  which 
represents  the  cavalry,  or  an  anchor  which  signifies  the  navy.  There  may 
be  found  crossed  cannons,  or  even  a plain  wreath.  Dies  296  - 338  illus- 
trate this  point.  Crossed  swords  at  the  bottom  of  a wreath  can  also  be 
found  with  some  dies  having  the  words  "Union  for  Ever"  and  "The  Union 
for  Ever".  Dies  268  - 270  and  273  demonstrate  this.  One  of  my  favorite 
patriotic  tokens  is  332/336  with  the  word  "Army"  on  one  side  and  the  word 
"Navy"  on  the  other  side.  Dies  421  -423  have  no  words  but  an  anchor  is 
seen  at  the  top  of  the  wreath  while  crossed  cannons  appear  at  the  bottom 
of  the  wreath,  thus  crediting  both  the  army  and  the  navy. 


A very  significant  concept,  but  whose  true  meaning  may  be  lost  in 
history  is  die  429  which  proclaims  "Military  Nee(s)sity".  This  phrase  may 
refer  to  accepting  Black  enlistments  in  the  army  which  were  denied  Blacks 
early  in  the  war,  or  it  may  refer  to  the  arming  of  Blacks,  or  it  may  refer  to 
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some  Union  generals  declaring  slaves  as  contraband  and  freeing  them,  or 
the  freeing  of  slaves  in  the  Confederacy  by  Lincoln's  Emancipation  Procla- 
mation. This  die  only  appears  coupled  with  die  172  which  has  crossed  can- 
nons, 13  stars  and  the  date  "1863.” 


The  Monitor  dies,  237-241  remind  us  of  the  greatest  naval 
advancements  made  in  the  war  which  revolutionized  naval  history  for  all 
time,  steel  hulls,  rotating  turrets,  and  warships  no  longer  being  dependent 
on  wind  power.  Even  though  the  naval  engagement  between  the  Monitor 
and  the  Merrimac  ended  in  a stalemate,  this  was  a landmark  event. 


Famous  military  officers  were  honored  such  as  General  McClellan, 
General  Sigel,  and  General  Burnside. 


We  also  have  the  heartfelt  emotions  that  accompany  any  war  with 
dies  243  proclaiming  "Erinnerung"  which  means  Remembrance  in  Ger- 
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man,  and  dies  244  - 5 "Remembrance  of  1863"  and  die  246  "Remem- 
brance of  the  War  of  1861'62'  63'".  Die  246A  takes  another  twist  by  stating 
"A  token  of  the  war  for  the  Union.”  This  token  tells  it  like  it  is,  a token  that 
recognizes  the  war  in  progress. 


Not  all  Northerners  favored  the  war  and  we  have  expressions  of 
anti  war  feelings  on  some  tokens.  Die  256  elaborates  on  the  "Horrors  of 
War"  encircling  the  top  with  an  emaciated  woman  s bust  shot,  while 
beneath  this  we  have  the  words  "Blessings  of  Peace"  with  a crossed  pair 
of  cornucopias  beneath  those  words.  Dies  418  and  419  display  clasped 
hands  in  a handshake,  and  on  a well  struck  uncirculated  piece  is  found  on 
one  cuff  the  word  "North",  and  on  the  other,  the  word  "South". 

As  is  found  in  any  war,  greed  and  corruption  rears  its  ugly  head. 
On  the  patriotic  token  97/389  we  find  on  the  obverse  the  words,  "Millions 
for  Contractors"  along  with  an  Indian  head  motif,  and  on  the  reverse  are 
found  the  words  "Not  ONE  CENT  for  the  widows.”  Notice  how  the  words 
"ONE  CENT”  are  bold  and  in  the  center  giving  a double  meaning  to  the 
reverse!  The  wreath  aids  the  token  in  being  taken  as  a 1 cent  coin. 
Another  anti  war  slogan  on  a token  is  the  die  185A  with  the  saying,  "Live 
and  Let  Live.”  leaving  us  with  the  thought  that  we  should  not  go  to  war 
because  a few  states  wish  to  withdraw  from  the  Union. 


The  most  rabid  pro  war  die  is  432,  which  declares  "Death  to  Trai- 
tors.” While  die  397  with  the  word  "Beware"  and  probably  picturing  a cop- 
perhead snake,  is  a warning  to  northern  Confederate  sympathizers  to 
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watch  their  step  and  get  their  act  together. 


Dies  348-353  are  compilations  of  the  symbols  of  war  composed  of 
cannons,  flags  and  drums,  etc.  As  is  clearly  delineated,  the  Military  aspect 
of  the  Civil  War  is  very  well  executed  on  Civil  War  tokens. 

This  is  just  a start  in  the  study  of  militarism  in  tokens.  Now  closely 
study  the  hundreds  of  store  cards  and  sutler  tokens  and  you  will  find  addi- 
tional war  oriented  tokens  as  well  as  what  transpired  on  the  home  front 
during  these  crucial  times.  You  will  find  references  to  Sanitary  Fairs,  war 
claims  collectors,  a national  election,  and  many  other  related  war  time 
activities.  After  careful  study  you  will  find  that  Civil  War  tokens  very  ably 
cover  the  Civil  War  both  on  the  battlefield  and  on  the  home  front,  provid- 
ing us  with  a more  complete  picture  of  the  most  costly  war  in  human  lives 
Americans  ever  engaged  in,  in  our  entire  history. 
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BULLY  FOR  YOU! 


STERLING  RACHOOTIN 

"Bully  For  You"  according  to  the  "Civil  War  Wordbook"  by  Darryl 
Layman  meant  "wonderful;  good  for  you".  It  was  a popular  catch  phrase 
during  the  Civil  War.  "Bully"  in  the  16th  century  originally  designated  a 
loved  or  admired  person;  later,  as  an  adjective,  it  meant  fine  or  first  rate. 
Like  so  many  words  in  our  language,  words  have  a way  to  change  their 
meaning  over  time.  When  we  hear  the  word  bully  today  we  think  of  a blus- 
tering, quarrelsome,  overbearing  person  who  badgers  and  intimidates 
smaller  or  weaker  people.  The  Random  House  Dictionary  goes  on  to  state: 
Archaic,  a man  hired  to  do  violence.  Obsolete  - a pimp;  procurer.  Also 
obsolete,  sweetheart,  and  darling. 

The  gut  feeling  I have  in  regards  to  the  phrase  "Bully  for  You"  as  it 
appears  on  store  cards,  of  dies  1348  and  1349  is  an  endearing  compliment 
and  affection  for  those  brave  souls  who  eagerly  volunteered  to  fight  and 
give  their  all  for  their  country.  I believe  Bruce  Catton  captured  the  real 
spirit  of  the  times  (The  early  Civil  War  period)  with  his  essay  entitled  "Hay- 
foot,  Strawfoot". 

Americans  in  this  period  were  more  rural  than  urban.  And  it  is  safe 
to  say  less  sophisticated  than  we  are  today.  They  didn't  have  the  mass 
communication  available  to  them  like  radio,  television,  and  movies.  Many 
never  traveled  beyond  a few  miles  from  home.  Life  was  much  simpler  than 
the  world  we  live  in  today.  Many  new  recruits  in  the  army  had  little  or  no 
education.  In  fact  many  did  not  know  their  left  foot  from  their  right  foot" 
and  therefore  could  not  even  march  in  step.  To  overcome  this  handicap,  a 
bunch  of  hay  was  tied  to  the  recruit's  left  foot  and  a bundle  of  straw  to  his 
right  foot  and  the  sergeant  would  call  out,  "Hayfoot,  strawfoot"  meaning 
left  foot,  right  foot,  etc.  and  thus  getting  the  recruit  to  be  able  to  march  in 
step,  and  in  formation.  In  the  Civil  War  regiments  were  using  the  tactics  of 
previous  wars  and  they  marched  in  close  order  to  attack.  With  the  new 
Springfield  rifling,  firepower  now  was  accurate  up  to  250  yards,  as 
opposed  to  the  musket  and  ball  of  earlier  times  whose  range  was  about 
100  yards  and  very  inaccurate.  The  number  of  wounded  in  battle  was 
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staggering,  and  the  fact  that  the  germ  theory  had  not  yet  been  developed, 
explains  why  the  death  rate  was  so  high,  some  618,000  deaths.  This  figure 
is  more  than  all  the  deaths  America  experienced  in  all  of  her  other  wars 
combined!  The  great  range  for  the  Springfield  rifled  barrel,  outmoded 
military  tactics,  and  the  lack  of  medical  knowledge  are  the  root  causes  for 
these  unbelievable  statistics. 

Early  in  the  war  there  was  an  eagerness  to  enlist,  and  the  biggest 
fear  of  the  volunteer  was  that  the  war  might  be  over  before  he  could  see 
action.  An  underage  youngster  in  1861,  who  may  wish  to  join  the  army, 
would  not  lie  to  an  officer  of  the  United  States.  It  being  unheard  of  in  those 
times.  He  would  place  a slip  of  paper  in  his  shoe  with  the  number  "18" 
written  in  pencil.  When  the  recruitment  officer  asked  him  if  he  was  over  18 
he  could  honestly  say."  Yes".  This  was  a common  occurrence  among 
younger  underage  enlistees.  Can  you  imagine  this  happening  today? 

It  has  been  said  that  in  World  War  I,  If  you  had  a high  school 
diploma,  you  had  a good  chance  of  becoming  an  officer.  In  World  War  II, 
if  you  had  a college  degree  there  was  a good  chance  you  would  become 
an  officer.  By  the  time  we  had  the  Viet  Nam  War.  a doctorate  was  needed, 
and  I suppose  if  one  could  read  and  write  in  the  Civil  War  period  that  was 
a possible  passport  to  becoming  an  officer. 

In  many  ways  the  Civil  War  soldier  whether  he  be  Confederate  or 
Union,  was  like  Bill  Mauldin's  G.l.  Joe  of  World  War  II.  He  went  into  ser- 
vice to  do  a job  and  get  back  home  to  Mom's  cooking  and  apple  pie.  He 
remained  a civilian  in  arms  , but  demonstrated  he  could  weather  whatever 
hardships,  misery,  and  horrors  the  war  had  to  offer.  For  a battalion  to  lose 
25%  of  its  men  in  a single  battle  was  commonplace,  and  in  some  battles, 
regiments  lost  as  many  as  80%  of  their  numbers.  Any  armies  that  could  go 
through  such  battles  as  Antietam,  Stones  River,  Franklin,  or  Chicka- 
mauga,  and  come  back  for  more  had  very  little  to  learn  about  the  business 
of  fighting.  All  that  we  can  say  to  honor  the  brave  men  in  the  military  who 
served  their  cause  during  the  Civil  War  is,  "Bully  for  You!"

2.  Examination  of  specimens  submitted  by  nonmembers  of  the  CWTS  will 
be  at  the  option  of  the  Verification  Officer. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  A stated  value  by  the  owner  is  required  for  each  specimen  submitted  to 
the  Service.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  return  insurance 
without  this  value  submitted.  All  specimens  will  be  returned  by  insured 
or  Registered  insured  mail. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  a 2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
Service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or  card- 
board, stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against  possible 
damage  on  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from  holder 
by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination.  This 
requires  the  token  be  submerged  in  water. 

6.  Unless  permission  is  specifically  denied  on  the  request,  the  Service 
may  do  a touchstone  test  on  the  edge  of  the  token.  This  will  usually  be 
done  to  differentiate  copper,  brass,  and  copper-nickel. 

7.  The  submitter  should  state  the  specific  information  or  question  to  be 
answered  regarding  the  specimen. 

8.  The  Verification  Service  will  not  assign  a rarity  to  any  new  find.  A copy 
of  the  new  find  certificate  will  be  submitted  to  the  editor  of  the  new 
Store  Card  catalogue  edition  and/or  to  the  editor  of  the  Patriotic  cata- 
logue. The  assignment  of  rarity  can  be  more  accurately  done  by  the 
editorial  cataloguing  staff. 

9.  All  specimens  must  be  accompanied  by  a properly  filled  in  request  form 
(copies  available  in  this  or  previous  "Journal"  editions). 

10.  Six  weeks  must  be  allowed  for  return  of  specimens.

One  of  the  benefits  of  reading  recently  written  histories  of  our 
founding  fathers  is  that  the  authors  of  these  books  now  use  recently 
released  information  and  new  technologies  to  reveal  to  the  readers  a more 
complete  picture  of  these  men  and  women.  We  find  them  to  be  very  com- 
plex people,  some  of  whom  could  barely  tolerate  one  another.  It  is  truly  a 
miracle  that  they  were  able  to  put  their  personal  views  aside  long  enough 
to  write  a Declaration  of  Independence,  fight  a protracted  war  for  this 
independence  and  then  form  the  government  with  which  we  live  today. 

And  one  of  these  people  is  a man  we  find  with  us  every  time  we 
look  at  our  store  cards  and  patriotic  tokens.  He  is  George  Washington-an 
interesting  man  among  the  interesting  men  and  women  of  the  Revolution- 
ary War  period.  Only  this  time  he  appears  in  a different  war  and  as  an 
effigy  or  bust.  Surveyor,  soldier,  husband,  community  leader,  commander- 
in-chief  and  two  term  president,  he  was  the  "mega-star''  of  his  age.  In  this 
day  and  age  we  would  probably  say  that  he  had  "done  it  all"  - and  more. 


His  bust  even  appears  on  late  18th  century  British  trade  tokens,  so  eager 
were  the  merchants  of  that  nation  to  procure  contracts  to  strike  blanks  and

possibly  coins  for  the  new  U.S.  Mint.  Honoring  this  man  in  this  way  and  at 
that  time  was  seen  as  a good  business  decision  and  so  it  must  have  been 
almost  75  years  later  when  merchants  and  die-sinkers  of  our  own  Civil 
War  period  were  thinking  along  the  same  lines. 

When  one  surveys  Fuld  for  Washington  examples  in  either  the 
patriotic  or  store  card  series,  one  will  find  no  shortage  of  effigys  to  view 


Fuld  Number  113,  classified  as  a patriotic  issue,  is  an  excellent  example 
of  a portrait  done  in  a classical  style.  Its  inscription  refers  to  the  idea  that 
during  the  Civil  war  period  also  he  was  thought  of  as  the  "father  of  his 
country."  The  motto  on  this  issue  - PATER  PATRIAE  - conveys  the 
designer's  intent. 


In  addition,  there  are  a dozen  reverse  die  photos  in  U.S.  Civil  War 
Store  Cards  with  the  Washington  bust.  They  are  listed  as  numbers  1 132  to 
1143.  A quick  count  reveals  that  some  of  these  portraits  are  used  more 
than  others  and  some  may  not  be  used  at  all.  The  number  1137  reverse 
would  be  the  "star  of  the  show."  A typical  example  would  be  its  use  on  IL 
200A,  the  store  card  of  I.L  Elwood  a hardware,  tin  and  stove  dealer  from 
De  Kalb. 

Three  out  of  the  four  U.S.  Sanitary  Commission  advertising  cards 
use  Washington  reverses.  Massachusetts  and  New  York  use  number  1138 
and  Pennsylvania  uses  1135.  Ohio,  the  other  state  to  issue  a Sanitary 
Commission  card  has  a different  reverse,  but  this  does  not  appear  to  be  as 
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curious  as  it  seems.  After  all,  Massachusetts.  New  York  and  Pennsylvania, 
as  colonies,  figured  prominently  in  the  War.  So  it  makes  sense  that  Wash- 
ington would  be  a man  that  they  would  wish  to  honor.  New  York  has  close 
to  two  dozen  examples  of  merchants  using  the  Washington  reverses. 
Pennsylvania  comes  in  a distant  second.  There  are  a half-dozen  other 
states  or  locations  each  with  one  or  two  examples. 

There  are  at  least  two  instances  in  the  store  card  series  where 
Washington's  portrait  is  used  in  the  obverse  and  not  the  reverse.  A crude 


attempt  is  found  on  the  card  of  C.  Doscher,  a "NOT  ONE  CENT  issue.  It  is 
listed  as  NY  630V.  Pennsylvania  also  provides  us  with  right-facing  por- 
traits on  the  issues  of  N & G Taylor.  PA  750V. 

Certainly,  there  was  no  shortage  of  effort  on  the  part  of  Civil  War 
Era  die  sinkers  in  using  George  Washington  as  a conduit  for  sentimental 
support  for  the  war.  Neither  the  patriotic  or  store  card  series  is  found 
wanting  when  it  comes  to  this.  Even  though  he  had  been  deceased  for 
over  60  years,  Washington  was  still  a popular  figure,  revered  for  what  he 
had  done  for  this  country  and  apparently  still  good  for  doing  business. 
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Lost  to  History! 


The  Civil  War  Tokens  of  Baraboo, 

Wisconsin

Baraboo,  Wisconsin,  my  home  town.  Steeped  in  natural  beauty  and 
nestled  between  quartzite  bluffs  alive  with  spectacular  flora  and  fawna.  Baraboo, 
a stones  throw  from  the  tourist  mecca  of  Wisconsin  Dells  and  Devils  Lake.  A 
town  steeped  in  history  as  well  as  a good  bit  of  mystery.  Even  the  origin  of  the 
unique  name  - Baraboo  - is  lost  to  history.  Some  argue  the  name  was  given  to  the 
town  by  early  French  fur  trappers  who  worked  along  the  "Beaurabeau"  river  in 
the  early  1 700s.  No  one  is  certain.  The  answer  is  lost  to  history. 

History  abounds  in  Baraboo.  Home  to  the  Ringling  Brothers  and  the 
circus  they  founded  and  home  to  a good  bit  of  Civil  War  history  as  well.  One 
aspect  of  the  Civil  War  that  intertwines  with  numismatics  is  the  existence  of  Civil 
War  Tokens  (CWT).  My  interest  in  Civil  War  Tokens  begins  and  ends  with  the 
"Peck  and  Orvis"  store  cards  of  Baraboo.  I collect  historical  items  related  to 
Baraboo  including  paper  scrip,  glass  memorabilia  and  CWT  store  cards.  Baraboo 
has  but  one  store  card  associated  with  its  Civil  War  history  - that  of  the  dry  goods 
store  known  in  1863  as  "Peck  and  Orvis". 

Listed  in  the  George  and  Melvin  Fuld  book  "U.S.  Civil  War  Store  Cards 
" this  store  card  appears  on  page  519  and  is  given  the  number  45A.  The  obverse 
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of  all  the  varieties  of  this  store  card  contain  the  words  "Peck  & Orvis  Druggists  & 
Grocers  Baraboo  Wis".”  Several  reverses  are  known  for  this  store  card  but  only 
one  variety  is  common,  the  "Union  Forever,"  or  reverse  number  1246  in  the  f uld 


book.  This  token  is  listed  as  45A-5a  and  is  struck  in  copper  with  a plain  edge. 
About  100  or  200  of  this  particular  token  are  known  to  exist.  There  are  12  other 
varieties  of  the  "Peck  & Orvis"  store  card.  Some  varieties  are  unique  - one  known 
example  -and  of  the  other  varieties,  only  10  or  fewer  examples  exist!  I have  one  of 
the  common  "Peck  & Orvis"  tokens  and  one  of  the  rarer  examples  in  my  col- 
lection. 


Now  owning  a rare  Civil  War  Store  Card  is  one  thing,  knowing  about 
the  store  it  represents  is  another  and  there  the  mystery  begins!  My  journey  of 
research  into  "Peck  and  Orvis"  began  with  phone  calls  to  local  historian  Dr.  Rob- 
ert Dewel.  Bob  is  a retired  dentist  and  long  time  Baraboo  resident  with  a flare  for 
historical  research  and  writing.  Dr.  Bob  referred  me  to  another  local  historian 
who  might  be  able  to  help  — Joe  Ward.  Joe  is  researching  each  individual  pro- 
perty in  downtown  Baraboo  from  the  first  building  at  a particular  location 
through  the  business  that  occupies  that  space  today!  A monumental  task  made  a 
bit  easier  given  that  the  streets  of  downtown  Baraboo  - 'the  square"  - have  sur- 
vived with  few  changes  since  the  1 850s. 

Mr.  Ward  had  considerable  information  about  the  site  that  the  dry  goods 
store  "Peck  & Orvis"  occupied  but  only  a paragraph  or  two  about  this  particular 
store.  The  Sauk  County  Historical  Society  and  the  Baraboo  Public  Library  were 
my  next  stops  and  each  provided  some  information  about  "Peck  & Orvis".  Unfor- 
tunately, no  photos  of  the  business  have  survived  and  I could  only  find  some  bare 
details  of  the  life  of  each  of  the  two  proprietors. 

The  parcel  of  property  that  later  became  the  home  of  "Peck  & Orvis"  was 
designated  103  Third  Ave  in  November  of  1847.  In  1856  Henry  A.  Peck  built  a 
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two  story  wood  framed  structure  with  basement  on  the  site.  This  store  was  known 
as  the  " H.A.  Peck  Merchandise  House  & Drug  Store".  (1)  Rufus  A.  Orvis  came  to 
Baraboo  in  1857  to  work  in  the  hardware  store  business  of  his  uncle  Ransom 
Jones.  (2)  At  some  point  after  1858,  Mr.  Peck  took  Mr.  Orvis  as  a partner  and  the 
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two  conducted  business  at  103  Third  Ave  as  "Peck  & Orvis".  Advertisements  lor 
the  business  note  "Peck  & Orvis"  were  dealers  in  staples,  drugs  and  groceries  and 
invited  the  public  to  call  on  the  store  and  "examine  our  stock",  (see  ad) 

On  March  1,  1864,  with  the  Civil  War  still  raging  and  while  the  tokens 
they  produced  were  still  new,  Mr.  Peck  transferred  his  ownership  of  the  business 
to  T.  D.  Lang.  The  business  then  continued  as  "Orvis  & Lang".  Perhaps  Mr.  Peck 
sold  his  interest  due  to  poor  health  because  he  died  of  "consumption"  - tuberculo- 
sis - in  Madison,  Wisconsin,  on  June  27th,  1867,  aged  36  years  and  12  days.  (3) 
His  obituary  in  the  July  3,  1867  Baraboo  Republic  notes  that  Mr.  Peck  was  "very 
highly  esteemed  for  his  many  excellences  of  character"  and  that  he  left  a wife  and 
children.  Interestingly,  Mr.  Peck's  funeral  was  held  at  the  home  of  the  man  who 
replaced  him  in  business,  T.D.  Lang!  (3) 

Mr.  Lang  and  Mr.  Orvis  conducted  business  as  "Orvis  & Lang"  until  Mr. 
Orvis  sold  his  interest  in  the  business  to  Arthur  K.  Camp  in  March,  1870  (1) 
While  the  business  continued  on  as  "Lang  & Camp",  Mr.  Orvis  left  Baraboo  for 
South  Bend,  Indiana  for  a business  opportunity.  Mrs.  Caroline  A.  Orvis  (nee 
Casley)  and  her  children  stayed  in  Baraboo  in  the  Orvis  house  until  Mr.  Orvis 
could  get  his  new  business  in  Indiana  up  and  running.  Tragedy  struck,  however, 
in  December  of  1870  when  Mr.  Orvis  drown  in  South  Bend,  Indiana,  at  the  age  of 
43  years.  (4)  Mr.  Orvis'  obituary  of  December  14,  1870,  in  the  Baraboo  Republic 
notes  that  he  was  "gifted  with  such  qualities  as  gained  him  the  respect  and  esteem 
of  all  with  whom  in  came  in  contact.”  Mr.  Orvis'  widow  - Caroline  A.  Casley  - 
later  married  Henry  D.  Evans  in  1876  and  lived  in  Baraboo  until  her  death  in 
1903. (4) 

As  for  the  store  Messr's  Peck  and  Orvis  left  behind,  the  structure  burnt  to 
the  ground  in  a huge  fire  that  consumed  almost  an  entire  block  of  Third  Ave  on 
the  evening  of  December  3,  1871.  A new  two  story  brick  structure  was  built  to 
replace  the  wood  frame  building  in  1872.  The  new  brick  building  housed  the 
"Lang,  Camp  & Co.  Merchandise  House"  until  1879  when  a pharmacy  occupied 
the  building.  "Dono  van's  Pharmacy"  operated  at  103  Third  Av  until  1923  when 
the  brick  structure  was  demolished  and  the  present  day  "Baraboo  National  Bank" 
expanded  into  the  parcel.  (1) 

So  that  is  the  story  of  the  "Peck  & Orvis"  store  cards  which  we  may  own 
and  hold  in  our  hand  today.  Like  the  origin  of  the  name  "Baraboo",  the  interest- 
ing questions  of  who  struck  the  tokens  and  what  Messr's  Peck  and  Orvis  may 
have  thought  about  the  tokens  is  lost  to  history.

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City  Hosiery  Store  (OH  165X)

I love  tokens  such  as  the  OH  165X  City  Hosiery  Store  tokens.  Listing 
only  an  address  of  12  W.  5th  St.  and  no  issuer,  tokens  such  as  these  almost 
scream  out,  begging  to  be  researched.  Or  maybe  I'm  just  hearing  voices! 

Well  anyhow,  I have  identified  the  issuer  of  the  OH  165X  tokens. 
According  to  the  Cincinnati  city  directories,  Gabriel  Simon  and  Son  operated  a 
clothing  store  at  the  12  W.  5th  Street  address  listed  on  the  tokens  in  1862  and 
1863.  The  listings  are  as  follows: 


1862- Simon,  G.  & Son  (Gabriel  & Benjamin  Simon  Jr.),  Wholesale 
Clothiers,  37  W.  Pearl,  and  Ladies  & Gents  Furnishing  Goods,  12 
W.  5th 

1863- Simon,  G.  & Son  (Gabriel  & Benjamin  Simon  Jr.),  Gents 
Furnishing  Goods,  12  W.  5th 

The  company  went  out  of  business  prior  to  June  of  1864  when  the  1864 
city  directory  was  published.  Benjamin  Simon  Jr.  is  listed  as  a sole  proprietor  at  a 
different  location  in  the  1864  directory.  Gabriel  Simon  was  not  listed  at  all. 

Gabriel  Simon  operated  a clothing  store  as  a sole  proprietor,  or  in  part- 
nership with  one  or  more  sons  at  various  locations  in  Cincinnati  from  at  least 
1850  until  he  retired  in  1866.  The  earliest  city  directory  I could  obtain  was  1850, 
so  he  may  have  been  in  business  before  then. 

Gabriel  was  one  of  a family  of  Simons  in  the  clothing  business  in  Cin- 
cinnati. Benjamin  Simon  Sr.  operated  another  clothing  business  with  Marcus 
Simon  and  later  Ezekial  Simon.  Ezekial  Simon  lived  with  Gabriel  in  1859.  Mar- 
cus lived  with  Benjamin  Sr.  in  the  early  1850s.  Benjamin  Simon  Jr.  was  in  busi- 
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ness  with  Gabriel  during  the  Civil  War.  Although  the  business  was  listed  as 
Gabriel  Simon  and  Son,  Benjamin  Jr.  must  have  been  the  son  ol  Benjamin  Sr. 
Obviously  they  were  all  related.  I suspect  Gabriel,  Benjamin  Sr.,  Ezekial,  and 
Marcus  were  brothers,  making  Benjamin  Jr.  Gabriel's  nephew. 

In  the  1860  census,  Gabriel  was  listed  as  a 56  year  old  dry  goods  mer- 
chant bom  in  Bavaria.  Benjamin  Sr.  was  listed  as  a 48  year  old  dry  goods  mer- 
chant born  in  Germany.  Ezekial  was  listed  as  a 40  year  old  merchant  born  in 
Bavaria.  Marcus  was  not  listed  in  the  1860  census  and  was  last  listed  in  the  city 
directories  in  1855.  Perhaps  he  died  or  moved  on.  Marcus  may  have  even  been 
the  father  of  Gabriel,  Benjamin  Sr.  and  Ezekial.  Gabriel  Simon  died  May  8,  1883 
at  the  age  of  82.  His  partner  when  the  tokens  were  struck,  Benjamin  Jr.,  died 
February  9,  1 867. 

John  Stanton  struck  all  the  165X  tokens  which  were  all  dated  1863  or 
1864.  The  1864  dated  pieces  were  probably  collector  strikes.

When  asked  "When  did  you  start  collecting  Civil  War  tokens?",  I usually 
respond  "Oh,  my  family's  been  collecting  them  since  the  Civil  War." 

As  a young  boy  the  room  I occupied  when  I was  ill  had  been  my  great 
grandmother's  when  she  came  to  live  with  us  near  the  end  of  her  life.  It  con- 
tained some  of  the  furniture  she  had  brought  from  Pennsylvania  including  a black 
roll-top  desk.  In  the  side  of  the  desk  was  a "secret”  compartment  which  was  no 
longer  secret  because  of  paint  wear.  I opened  it  whenever  I had  to  spend  time  in 
the  sick  room. 

The  principal  treasure  it  contained  was  a tin  document  box  which  no 
longer  locked.  I passed  many  long  hours  in  my  sick  bed  exploring  its  contents.  1 
studied  small  pieces  of  cardboard  the  size  of  playing  cards  which  depicted  Civil 
War  generals,  Tom  Thumb  standing  on  a table  and  a marvelous  drawing  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  being  welcomed  into  heaven  by  George  Washington.  The  only  other 
picture  in  the  box  was  a photograph  on  tin  of  a seated  Union  sailor  who  I later 
discovered  was  my  maternal  great  grandfather. 

The  most  fascinating  contents  of  the  box  were  about  half  a dozen  coin- 
like objects.  They  were  nothing  like  the  coins  I knew.  Although  in  new  condition 
they  did  not  seem  valuable.  They  were  nothing  like  the  buffalo  nickel  which 
bought  a large  bottle  of  soda.  They  did  not  resemble  the  real  silver  dime  which 
got  me  into  the  movie  theater  with  the  tin  ceiling  from  which  boys  could  ricochet 
a certain  brand  of  hard  candy. 

One  of  these  "coins"  had  spidery  lines  across  its  face  and  said  something 
about  pie.  Another,  slightly  larger,  pictured  a man  with  a laughably  long  beard 
while  a third  mentioned  a saloon.  1 knew  what  that  was  from  listening  to  the 
Lone  Ranger.  Two  had  "2  cents"  on  one  side  while  the  other  side  had  been  rubbed 
smooth  and  now  showed  strange  markings,  some  form  of  code.  There  was  another 
large  one  showing  a beautiful  eagle  and  "American  Daguerreotype  Galleries." 

It  was  not  until  I retired  fifty- five  years  later  that  I put  these  strange 
objects  into  a pattern.  Using  a magnifying  glass  I studied  the  picture  of  "gramps" 
in  his  sailor’s  uniform.  He  was  stationed  aboard  the  USS  Tacony  and  obviously 
pulled  a liberty  in  New  York  City.  His  semi-crossed  eyes  proved  that  he  had 
spent  some  time  in  the  saloons  of  Gustavus  Lindenmuller  and  John  Schuh.  Was 
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that  before  or  after  he  had  a snack  at  the  Broas  Pie  Bakery  on  41st  Street.  Was  he 
then  on  his  way  to  Central  Park  and  its  row  boats?  When  he  picked  up  his 
daguerreotype  for  his  sweetheart  who  was  to  become  my  great  grandmother  he 
received  for  change  ($1 .98  was  scratched  on  the  back  below  his  name)  a pre-Civil 
War  token.  Miller  NY  530.  I wonder  if  the  penny-sized  heavily  patinated  "FOR 
AMUSEMENT  ONLY"  token  included  in  great  grandmother's  tin  box  was  from  a 
Broadway  peep  show.  "Gramps"  must  have  had  a great  liberty. 

I puzzled  over  the  holed  United  States  two  cent  pieces  with  the  smooth 
side  until  1 remembered  that  great  grandmother  had  two  brothers  in  the  Union 
army.  Their  names  are  on  the  Pennsylvania  monument  at  Gettysburg.  These 
altered  coins  are  my  great  great  uncles'  dog  tags,  soldier-made  in  the  field  to 
avoid  anonymous  burial.  One  is  even  holed  with  the  tip  of  a Union  bayonet. 
Ironically,  they  both  survived  the  war  only  to  die  shortly  after  of  typhoid  fever. 

From  a battered  tin  document  box  in  the  secret  compartment  of  an  old 
desk  to  today's  avid  collection  of  Civil  War  exonumia  is  not  such  a jump.  After 
all,  it's  all  in  the  family.

A short  time  ago,  Paul  Cunningham  sent  me  a batch  of  CWTS 
photos  with  a request  for  attributing  these  die  photos.  These  photos  were  a 
mix  of  sizes,  some  miniatures,  some  full  size,  and  some  oversize.  One 
photo,  an  Indian  head  dated  1863  and  with  a circle  of  stars  surrounding  the 
Indian  head  from  the  left  side  of  the  date  around  to  the  right  side  of  the 
date,  and  a signed  die  "L.  ROLOFF",  seemed  to  be  a candidate  for 
"instant"  attribution. 

Consulting  Jack  Detwilers  "die-a-grams"  (1),  the  search  narrowed 
quickly  to  patriotic  die  58.  On  page  285  of  reference  (1),  the  die-a-gram 
used  the  position  of  the  first  "L"  in  L.  ROLOFF  with  respect  to  the  numeral 
"1"  in  the  date  as  the  defining  entity(see  below).  Fuld  die  58  has  the  "L" 
above  the  "1"  of  the  date,  while  die  58A  ha  the  "L"  between  the  "1"  and  the 
"8"  of  the  date.  Inspection  with  a five  power  magnifying  glass  revealed  the 
"L"  on  in  this  die  photo  to  be  above  the  left  side  of  the  "8".  Several  close 
inspections  later,  I was  convinced  that  this  was  a new  die  in  this  series, 
and  gave  it  the  attribution  58B.

Attribution  of  a new  die  pairing  could  not  be  determined  since  I 
had  no  clue  as  to  the  identity  of  the  corresponding  reverse  die.  I ask  you 
members  who  have  a token  with  die  58  or  die  58A  obverse,  to  examine  it 
closely  to  see  if  it  is  a 58B.  If  such  be  the  case,  please  contact  the  author 
with  the  reverse  die  pairing  and  the  diameter  of  the  token  so  that  it  may  be 
included  in  a future  edition  of  the  patriotic  book.

Not  ONE  CENT  for  the  Widows 

The  Civil  War  brought  out  the  best  and  worst  in  people.  On  one 
hand  we  have  the  patriots  who  volunteered  their  very  lives  and  fortunes  in 
their  heartfelt  beliefs,  while  others  saw  the  opportunity  to  selfishly  enrich 
their  financial  status  by  producing  shoddy  goods,  cheating,  and  lying.  In 
times  of  disasters,  war,  and  panic,  money  abounds  and  the  unscrupulous 
seek  the  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  the  situation.  To  wage  war  the 
government  needed  great  quantities  of  material  as  uniforms,  shoes,  blan- 
kets, foods,  weapons,  etc.,  hence  a whole  new  class  of  millionaires  for  the 
first  time  appeared  in  America.  This  group  was  referred  to  as  "The  Shoddy 
Millionaires."  Profits  loomed  above  patriotism.  Shoes  made  of  cardboard 
or  even  wooden  shingles  lasted  all  of  a half  hour  of  walking.  Uniforms 
made  of  used  cloth  fell  apart  in  the  first  rain.  Horses  were  sold  to  the  army 
that  were  blind.  This  period  of  time  was  called  "The  age  of  shoddy.” 

The  age  of  shoddy  permeated  all  levels  of  society.  Few  made  it  as 
well  as  the  speculators  in  stocks  and  securities.  With  the  issuance  of  paper 
currency,  stock  prices  fluctuated  with  the  ups  and  downs  on  the  battlefield. 
With  Union  victories,  stocks  went  up,  while  battle  losses  brought  stock 
prices  down.  Gold  on  the  other  hand  worked  in  reverse  because  of  its 
intrinsic  value.  Bad  war  news  increased  the  value  of  gold  while  good  news 
drove  its  value  down.  Anyone  having  inside  information  of  battle  events 
could  and  did  make  a fortune  in  investments.  Even  circulating  false 
reports  could  create  fluctuations  in  the  market.  Halfway  through  the  war 
New  York  boasted  that  there  existed  several  hundred  millionaires.  Bank- 
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ers,  politicians,  journalists,  or  anyone  with  advance  information  stood  to 
gain  great  profits  and  in  many  cases  did.  Jay  Gould  got  his  start  during  the 
Civil  War  by  obtaining  news  of  Union  defeats  and  victories  prior  to  the 
time  it  became  public  knowledge  and  manipulating  his  stocks  accordingly. 
Other  financial  giants  as  John  D.  Rockefeller,  J.  P.  Morgan,  and  Andrew 
Carnegie  made  fortunes,  buying  up  railroads,  telegraph  agencies,  creating 
monopolies,  and  mega  corporations,  etc.  As  the  "Herald"  noted,  during  this 
time,  "No  matter  how  the  individual  makes  his  money,  he  was  assumed  to 
be  the  greatest  man.” 

Laborers  in  general,  and  women  especially,  suffered  greatly  by  not 
being  able  to  keep  up  with  the  inflationary  spiral  created  by  the  War.  For 
example,  between  1861  and  1863  the  price  of  eggs  soared  from  15  cents 
a dozen  to  25  cents  a dozen  while  common  laborers  salaries  went  from 
$1.00  per  day  to  $1.25.  Another  basic  was  potatoes  which  sold  for  $1.50  a 
bushel  and  soon  shot  up  to  $2.25  a bushel.  Labor  unions  were  considered 
unpatriotic,  strikes  were  put  down  by  federal  troops,  strike  breakers  were 
composed  of  free  Blacks,  immigrants  and  at  times,  even  women.  While  all 
of  this  was  occurring,  the  advances  made  by  the  industrial  revolution,  in 
farm  machinery,  sewing  machines,  etc.  Despite  the  fact  that  great  num- 
bers of  men  were  taken  out  of  the  work  force  by  the  demands  of  the 
military,  the  economy  was  able  to  survive.  In  fact  it  even  got  stronger  by 
the  end  of  the  war.  Also  helpful  to  the  Union  cause  was  that  protective 
tariff  laws  were  able  to  be  passed  in  Washington  D.C.  while  the  Southern 
members  were  absent  in  Congress. 

Patriotic  token  97/389  captures  the  spirit  of  the  "Shoddy  Million- 
aires" with  its  commentary,  "Millions  for  Contractors"  on  the  obverse,  and 
on  the  reverse,  "Not  one  cent  for  the  Widows.”  Many  collectors  pass  this 
token  off  as  an  anti  - war  or  Copperhead  token,  but  in  reality,  it  makes  a 
patriotic  statement,  "Greed  and  speculation  is  the  antithesis  to  devotion 
and  self  sacrifice,  which  a just  war  deserves."  Almost  every  facet  of  the 
Union  economy  was  stronger  by  the  end  of  the  Civil  War  but  one,  our  mer- 
chant marine,  in  which  case  the  few  privateers  of  the  Confederacy  had 
dealt  a death  blow  to  American  shipping  for  many  decades  into  the  future. 
American  shipping  could  not  obtain  insurance  because  of  the  depredations 
inflicted  by  the  Alabama  and  other  confederate  privateers. 

The  word  "shoddy"  originally  meant  old  woolen  rags  passed 
through  a machine  that  reduced  them  to  wool,  then  saturated  with  oil  or 
milk,  mixed  with  new  wool,  and  run  into  large  shallow  pans,  partially  dried, 
and  then  pressed  between  cylinders  to  make  new  cloth.  The  result  looked 
good,  but  lasted  only  a short  time  in  the  field.  Many  1861  Union  uniforms 
were  made  of  shoddy.  The  word  first  appeared  in  England  in  the  early 
1800s.  As  in  the  case  with  many  words,  both  the  meaning  and  usage  in 
context  underwent  changes.  Items  that  were  poorly  made  or  items  that 
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contained  inferior  materials  also  became  known  as  shoddy.  Bug  infested 
food  also  was  referred  to  as  shoddy. 

The  term  shoddy  also  became  associated  with  a class  of  people  , 
who  made  their  fortunes  from  dealing  in  shoddy  goods  and  were  known  as 
"The  Shoddy  Aristocracy."  They  passed  themselves  off  as  a superior  class 
because  of  their  high  economic  station  in  America,  morality  did  not  enter 
into  the  equation. 

Every  Civil  War  token  has  a story  to  tell.  Many  token  stories  are 
lost  in  time.  One  of  the  great  delights  to  collecting  is  the  uncovering  of  the 
story  behind  the  token.  I know  of  no  other  token  that  exemplifies  "shoddy" 
more  clearly  than  the  token  pictured  at  the  beginning  of  this  article.

NOTICE  OF  POLICY 


The  following  policy  and  terms  will  be  observed  by  the  Society’s 
Verification  Service.  Please  read  carefully  before  submitting  specimens  to 
the  Verification  Officer. 

1 . The  verification  service  is  performed  at  a charge  of  $6  per  token  plus 
the  cost  of  any  insurance  and/or  registered  mail  required.  If  no  insurance 
is  requested,  each  token  will  be  valued  at  a maximum  of  $10  in  the  event 
of  loss. 

2.  The  purpose  of  the  Verification  Service  is  to  identify  and  attribute 
tokens  belonging  to  or  being  offered  to  CWTS  members  that  appear  to  be 
new  varieties  of  Civil  War  tokens,  such  as  those  of  unlisted  issuers,  new 
die  varieties,  die  combinations,  metal  types  and  overstrikes,  for  inclusion 
in  future  editions  of  the  patriotic  and  storecard  catalogs.  The  service  does 
not  identify  and  attribute  tokens  that  can  be  readily  identified  by  consulting 
the  catalogs.  The  Verification  Officer  at  his/her  discretion  may  decline  to 
examine  tokens  that  are  readily  identifiable  from  the  catalogs. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  Upon  return  to  the  owner,  all  specimens  will  be  insured  for  a minimum 
value  of  $10  per  token.  The  owner  has  the  option  of  requesting  and 
paying  for  insurance  and/or  registered  mail  at  a value  declared  by  the 
owner.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  insurance  above  the 
minimum  without  this  value  submitted. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or 
cardboard,  stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against  possible 
damage  upon  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from  the 
holder  by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination. 
This  requires  the  token  be  submerged  in  water. 

6.  Unless  permission  is  specifically  denied  on  the  request,  the  Service 
may  do  a touchstone  test  on  the  edge  of  the  token.  This  will  usually  be 
done  to  differentiate  copper,  brass,  and  copper-nickel. 

7.  The  submitter  should  state  the  specific  information  or  question  to  be 
answered  regarding  the  specimen. 

8.  The  Verificaton  Service  will  not  assign  a rarity  to  any  new  find.  A copy 
of  the  new  find  certificate  will  be  submitted  to  the  editor  of  the  new 
storecard  catalog  and/or  to  the  editor  of  the  patriotic  catalog.  The 
assignment  of  rarity  can  be  more  accurately  done  by  the  cataloguing  staff. 

9.  All  specimens  must  be  accompanied  by  a properly  filled  in  request 
form,  copies  of  which  are  available  in  this  and  previous  Journal  editions. 

10.  Six  weeks  must  be  allowed  for  the  return  of  specimens.

Muled  Merchant  Die  Pairings  for 
the  Detroit  Civil  War  Store  Card  Tokens 

Bv  W.  David  Perkins,  NLG 

There  are  four  examples  of  Detroit  Civil  War  Store  Card  tokens  being 
struck  with  the  obverse  dies  from  two  different  CWT  issuers  being  mated  together 
to  form  a new  die  marriage.  When  we  see  mulings  such  as  these  it  is  natural  to 
question  the  motive  for  the  pairing  of  the  dies.  Was  it  struck  by  the  token  manu- 
facturer specifically  to  make  a collectable  item?  Or  does  it  exist  because  the  issu- 
ers were  related  in  some  way,  such  as  a common  owner  of  a business  issuing  two 
different  tokens,  then  ordering  a quantity  of  them  struck  with  the  two  dies  muled 
together?  Or  was  the  muling  the  only  die  pairing  ordered  and  issued  by  the  mer- 
chant? 

In  the  case  of  the  four  Detroit  Store  Card  mulings  I believe  it  was 
because  the  issuers  / businesses  were  related  in  some  way.  The  four  Detroit 
mulings  are:

The  1863  Michigan  Gazetteer  lists  a Gics  (not  Geiss  as  per  the  spelling 
on  MI  225  AF)  as  ”Gies  Frederick,  95  Congress  c."  This  spelling  of  Gics  / Geiss 
matches  the  spelling  on  the  F.  GIES  & BROS.  / FIRE  & / WATER  / PROOF  / 
ROOFING  / COR.  / CONG  & BRUSH  / STS  / DETROIT  (MI  225AG)  varieties. 
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This  is  also  the  spelling  of  Gies  in  the  1861  Detroit  City  Directory  on  page  167. 
In  the  1861  Director)  there  is  a Fred  Gies  listed  as  a grocer  at  93  and  95  Con- 
gress e.,  as  well  as  an  F.  Gies,  grocer  at  Congress  and  Brush.  There  is  also  a 
listing  for  Paul  Gies,  "grocer,  Gratiot,  above  toll  gate."  There  are  no  names  listed 
with  the  spelling  "Geiss"  in  either  the  1861,  1864  or  1872-3  city  directories.  Thus 
the  Geiss  spelling  was  an  error  and  was  eventually  corrected. 

David  D.  Gladfelter  documented  a hoard  of  the  Gies  Store  Cards  (MI 
225AE  and  AG  cards  with  the  spelling  of  the  name  as  Gies)  in  The  Journal  of  the 
Civil  War  Token  Society  Volume  9,  Number  3,  Fall  1975  and  Volume  9,  Number 
4.  Winter  1975.  From  this  article  and  what  we  know  today  it  is  safe  assume  that 
all  of  the  Gies  and  Geiss  tokens  were  issued  by  the  Gies  businesses;  thus  the 
muling  is  that  of  a related  merchant. 

I believe  the  Geiss  Ml  225AF-6a  muling  was  ordered  and  issued  by  Gies 
and  thus  was  not  made  specifically  for  collectors.  Fuld  lists  it  as  R-4,  meaning  it 
is  believed  that  between  200  and  400  specimens  are  known.  Bryon  Kanzinger  in 
The  Civil  War  Token  Collectors  Guide  also  calls  this  R-4,  and  lists  prices  in 
FAT,  XF  and  UNC.  All  of  this  is  evidence  that  MI  225AF-6a  was  ordered  and 
issued  by  Gies  in  his  businesses.  [However,  the  MI  225AF-6a  1 (Copper,  Plain 
Edge)  and4F-6b  (Brass)  mulings  were  likely  struck  for  collectors.] 

John  Schroder  owned  both  the  Farmer's  Clothing  Store  and  John 
Schroder  & Co.  An  advertisement  from  the  1864  Detroit  City  Directory  (page  79) 
is  illustrated  with  this  article.  It  has  the  Farmer's  Clothing  Emporium  / John 
Schroder  & Co.  / Manufacturers  and  Dealers  in  / Boots  & Shoes,  / Hats  and  Caps, 
Boys  and  Men's  Clothing  / 26  Monroe  Avenue  / Farmer's  Clothing  Stores,  Nos. 
251  and  253  Gratiot  Street.  [This  1864  advertisement,  or  one  similar,  was  refer- 
enced in  "Collector  Strikes  and  the  Cataloging  Errors  They  Caused"  by  Dennis 
Wierzba  (CWTJ  Summer  1990,  Volume  24,  No.  2.,  pages  12-13).]  John  Schroder 
is  listed  as  living  at  26  Monroe  (with  Henry  Schroder);  his  business  is  listed  at 
251  & 253  Gratiot,  exactly  as  listed  on  the  CWT. 

A significant  number  of  the  surviving  specimens  of  the  muling  (MI  225 
B0-4a)  are  in  circulated  (worn)  condition.  MI  225  B0-4a  is  listed  as  a Rarity-4  by 
Fuld.  Bryon  Kanzinger  in  The  Civil  War  Token  Collectors  Guide  also  calls  this 
R-4,  and  again  lists  prices  in  FAT,  XF  and  UNC.  Like  with  the  Gies  Store  card, 
all  of  this  is  evidence  that  that  MI  225  B0-4a  was  ordered  and  stuck  for  John 
Schroder  for  use  in  his  businesses.  [MI  225  B0-5d,  the  unique  Copper-Nickel 
specimen  of  this  muling  in  the  ANS  Collection  was  struck  for  a collector;  very 
likely  for  J.  N.  T.  Levick's  personal  collection.} 

The  Perkins  Hotel  / W.  Perkins  Jr„  Grocer  muling  is  an  easy  one  for  this 
author!  As  many  of  you  are  aware,  these  two  Store  Cards  were  issued  by  my 
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Advertisement  from  the  1864  Detroit  City  Directory  for  John 
Schroder  & Co.  and  his  Farmers'  Clothing  Stores.  This  adver- 
tisement shows  that  the  Farmer's  Clothing  Store  and  John 
Schroder  & Co.  Store  Cards  have  a common  owner;  and  is 
evidence  for  the  Ml  2225BO-4a  Store  Card  muling  being 
issued  by  a merchant  that  owned  both  of  these  businesses. 

Great-Great  Grandfather,  Wm.  Perkins,  Jr.  I wrote  about  these  tokens  and  his 
businesses  in  detail  in  a series  of  articles  in  the  TAMS  Journal  between  1997  and 
2004  (TAMS  JOURNAL  Volume  37,  Number  4,  August.  1997:  "Tale  of  Two 
Tokens:  PERKINS  HOTEL  AND  W.  PERKINS,  JR.,  GROCER  & PROVISION 
DEALER"  / Volume  42,  Number  2,  April  2002:  "Update  on  William  Perkins.  Jr. 
and  the  Perkins  Hotel."  / Volume  44,  Issue  3,  June  2004:  "The  Day  the  Indians 
came  by  the  Perkins  Hotel!"  Wm.  Perkins,  Jr.  advertised  both  the  hotel  and  gro- 
cery & provision  businesses  in  the  same  advertisements,  and  eventually  passed 
these  businesses  on  to  his  son  (per  a copy  of  his  will).  The  last  TAMS  article  listed 
had  a photo  of  Indians  passing  by  the  Perkins  Grocery  & Provision  Store,  and 
hotel.  I also  have  a bio  on  Wm.  Perkins,  Jr.  from  a book  titled  Industries  of  Mich- 
igan, City  of  Detroit  stating  he  owned  both  businesses.  Thus  we  have  solid 
evidence  these  two  token  dies  were  both  ordered  and  issued  by  Wm.  Perkins,  Jr. 

The  Perkins  muling  (MI  225BD-4a)  is  listed  in  Fuld  as  R-6,  meaning 
between  20  and  75  specimens  arc  believed  to  exist.  Many  of  the  surviving

other,  thus  it  would  have  been  logical  to  have  a token  (muling) 
advertising  both  businesses. 


examples  exist  in  circulated  grades.  I believe  this  muling  was  ordered  for  use  by 
Wm.  Perkins,  Jr.  and  was  not  specifically  struck  for  collectors.  Very  few  speci- 
mens seem  to  have  survived  in  Mint  State  condition,  thus  it  is  not  likely  this  was 
struck  specifically  for  collectors.  [MI  225  BD-4a-l  with  a Plain  Edge  was  likely 
struck  for  sale  to  collectors.  It  is  listed  as  R-9  in  the  Fuld  book.} 

The  last  of  the  four  Detroit  merchant  millings  (MI  225CN-2a)  appears  to 
be  another  case  of  the  issuer  being  related  (or  one  in  the  same).  We  have  "Martin 
Bros."  on  one  die  and  Wilkins  & Martins  on  the  other.  I cannot  determine  at  this 
time  if  the  Martin  Brothers  and  the  "Martins"  listed  with  Wilkins  on  these  tokens 
are  one  and  the  same.  The  1864  City  Directory  lists  Lemuel  Wilkins  and  Thomas 
M.  Baxter  as  ink  manufacturers,  1 1 & 13  Woodbridge.  This  is  probably  the  Wil- 
kins listed  on  the  MI  225CN  card.  I believe  the  Martin  Bros,  to  be  John,  James 
and  Edward  (see  the  Civil  War  Token  Journal  Fall  2004,  Volume  38,  Number  3, 
pages  3-5,  article  titled  "Martin  Brothers,  Cheap  Shoes.  Detroit.").  I failed  to 
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research  the  (possible)  relationship  between  the  Martin  Brothers  and  Wilkins 
when  I had  access  to  the  1864  Detroit  Directory  (in  the  Detroit  Public  Library, 
Burton  Historical  Society,  Detroit). 

Perhaps  the  link  between  the  Martin  Bros.  Cheap  Shoes  Store  Card  and 
the  Wilkins  & Martins  Card  is  demonstrated  in  an  advertisement  I found  in  the 
1864  Detroit  City  Directory.  Note  the  advertisement  references  ’’Shoemakers’ 
Inks.’’ 


I suspect  that  the  two  Martins  referenced  on  these  two  tokens  are  linked. 
MI  225CN-3a  (the  muling)  is  listed  by  Fuld  as  R-3  with  between  500  and  2,000 
specimens  believed  to  exist.  Thus  it  is  quite  common,  and  had  to  have  been  issued 
and  used  in  the  business  (or  possibly  in  both  businesses,  assuming  the  two  busi- 
nesses are  related  by  common  ownership  by  the  Martins).  All  other  die  varieties 
for  MI  225CN  are  quite  rare,  ranging  from  R-8  to  R-10.  These  other  MI  225CN 
varieties  were  likely  struck  in  small  quantities  especially  for  sale  to  collectors. 
The  Martin  Bro's  Cheap  Shoes  Store  Card  has  five  known  varieties.  MI  225AV-la 
was  struck  in  copper  and  is  listed  as  R-7.  This  variety  was  probably  used  in  the 
business.  The  others  range  from  R-8  to  R-10  and  are  only  priced  in  Uncirculated 
condition  in  the  Kanzinger  book.  These  varieties  were  likely  struck  for  collectors. 
[MI  225CN-3al,  struck  in  Copper  with  a Plain  Edge,  was  struck  for  collectors.} 

In  conclusion,  it  is  extremely  likely  that  all  four  of  these  Detroit  Store 
Card  mulings  were  ordered  issued  by  the  merchants  themselves,  and  that  the 
merchants  linked  by  the  muled  dies  were  related.  The  die  maker  took  the  liberty 
of  striking  a few  specimens  of  these  die  pairings  on  "special  planchets"  for  col- 
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Advertisement  for  L.  Wilkins  & Co.,  manufacturers  of  ink.  Note 
that  they  advertise  "Shoemakers'  Inks,"  a possible  link  to  the 
Martin  Bros.  Cheap  Shoes  Store  Card. 
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lectors.  Most  likely  the  die  maker  struck  the  special  “off-metal”  mulings  for  col- 
lectors while  the  dies  for  the  circulation  strike  mulings  were  still  in  the  press. 
These  strikings  were  probably  unknown  to  the  merchants  themselves. 


This  is  the  seventh  article  in  a series  of  articles  on  Detroit,  Michigan  Civil  War 
Store  Cards.  These  articles  will  be  published  under  the  heading  “Detroit  Civil 
War  Storecard  Notes.”  Primary  sources  for  my  research  are  the  Internet 
(Genealogy'  forums,  relatives  of  the  token  issuers,  etc.);  Detroit  City  Directories  of 
1837;  1856-57;  1861;  1872-73;  1876-77  and  1882;  the  1863  Michigan  Gazetteer, 
Industries  of  Michigan,  City  of  Detroit,  published  in  1880;  The  History  of  Detroit 
and  Michigan  by  Silas  Farmer,  published  in  1889;  and  other  references  in  my 
personal  library.  For  those  interested  in  further  research  into  the  Detroit  Civil 
War  Store  Cards,  I recommend  the  Burton  Historical  Society  in  Detroit.  I am 
interested  in  any  additional  information  about  the  Detroit  Civil  War  Store  Cards, 
those  who  issued  them  and  in  their  businesses.

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HUMOR  IN  CIVIL  WAR  TOKENS

The  collecting  of  Civil  War  tokens  has  no  limits  as  to  how  you 
may  wish  to  zero  in  to  forming  a collection  or  telling  a story.  As 
examples,  I have  created  more  than  15  different  Civil  War  token  slide 
shows,  each  based  on  a different  theme,  and  each  using  an  arrange- 
ment of  Civil  war  tokens  as  the  central  focus.  A sampling  of  slide 
shows  include:

With  the  horrors  of  war,  loss  of  life,  maiming,  destruction  of 
cities  and  countryside,  etc.,  one  wouldn't  expect  to  find  tokens  dealing 
with  humor,  laughter,  and  just  plain  silliness,  but  seek  and  ye  shall 
find.  How  else  can  one  remain  sane  when  faced  with  the  insanities  of 
war?  Some  of  our  Civil  War  tokens  try  to  create  just  such  an  atmo- 
sphere. How  else  can  one  preserve  his  sanity  if  only  sadness,  misery, 
and  grief 


A clever  play  on  words  is  found  on  die  1284.  Pictured  is  a head 
shot  of  a dog  with  its  snout  quite  evident,  and  the  value  masked  with 
the  homonym,  "Good  for  a scent".  This  is  one  of  my  favorite  tokens 
and  takes  top  honors  for  humor  at  its  best.  What  a sneaky  way  to  give 
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value  to  a token  without  using  actual  words  to  get  the  message  across. 
In  a similar  vein  we  have  a whole  series  of  tokens  dealing  with  value 
in  a sense  or  we  might  say  nonsense,  with  the  patriotic  dies  ranging 
from  354  to  385  informing  all  who  accept  these  tokens  as  to  what  they 
are  not,  mainly  "NOT  ONE  CENT.”  Humorously,  we  might  say  that 
these  tokens  are  not  a multitude  of  many  different  things!  They  are  not 
dimes,  quarters,  or  half  dollars,  as  well  as  not  apples  and  oranges. 


We  think  of  a Peace  Maker  as  a high-minded  saint-like  indivi- 
dual who  has  those  qualities  who  can  bring  warring  factions  together 
and  brings  peace  and  harmony  to  an  ailing  world.  Dies  169  and  171 
depict  cannons  in  that  envious  position.  A far  cry  from  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize.  This  is  a type  of  brutal  sarcasm.  Is  this  humor, or  is  it 
cynicism,  or  is  it  really  reality? 


Did  you  ever  see  an  elephant  walking  with  boots  on  all  fours? 
Check  out  New  York  10F-1  a for  a laugh.  Then  there  is  a cow  holding 
two  flags  from  either  side  of  its  mouth  on  die  1286.  Could  this  be  a 
special  breed  of  bovine,  a patriotic,  flag  waving  cow?  Do  eagles 
smoke  cigars?  In  Ohio  Yes. 
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We  have  made  some  progress  in  medicine  since  the  Civil  War 
and  when  we  read  of  the  many  miracle  cures  of  medicine  these  days 
compared  to  the  lack  of  knowledge  prevalent  during  the  mid  1800s, 
we  must  break  into  laughter.  Dr.  Bennett's  ads  as  they  appear  on  Civil 
War  tokens  will  bring  many  guffaws  to  the  reader.  They  hadn't  even 
been  aware  of  the  germ  theory  and  sterilization  of  medical  instruments 
was  unheard  of.  If  you  got  sick  in  the  mid  19th  century,  no  matter  what 
the  illness  may  be,  just  take  Dr.  Bennett's  medicine,  any  medicine  for 
any  illness.  500,000  patients  are  cured  annually  according  to  one  of 
his  Civil  war  tokens.  The  main  ingredient  found  in  most  patent  medi- 
cines was  alcohol.  If  you  wish  to  feel  no  pain  today,  visit  a liquor  store, 
you  don't  need  a prescription.  Dental  tokens  could  match  the  medical 
tokens.  Dr.  Belknp  of  Cleveland,  Ohio  proudly  announced  that  he 
extracted  teeth  without  pain,  a feat  that  dentists  can't  do  today  very 
often!  In  fact,  not  even  magicians! 


Another  cute  token  is  Ohio  1751  -la  where  we  find  an  early  use 
of  sex  in  selling.  Mr.  Hawkins  advertised  as  "The  Ladies'  Man".  Little 
did  he  realize  just  how  far  into  the  future  his  type  of  advertisement  was 
to  revolutionize  the  entire  commercial  ad  industry.  Here  is  an  instance 
where  the  by-  product  "sex"  creates  a humorous  and  long  lasting  ele- 
ment essential  to  the  selling  of  everything  from  beer  to  automobiles. 
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I would  categorize  the  "Bully  for  You"  dies  1348  and  1349  as 
humorous  dies.  They  appear  to  symbolize  later  cartoon  figures  that 
made  their  entry  into  the  comic  pages  early  in  early  20th  century 
newspapers  and  comic  books  at  a later  time.  The  comics  are  still  a 
viable  part  of  newspapers  today. 


Some  of  the  error  tokens  that  exist  could  be  mentioned  as 
candidates  for  humor  if  they  raise  an  eyebrow  or  produce  a snicker. 
Die  414,  "If  anyone  attempts  to  tear  it  down  (the  flag  that  is)  shoot  him 
on  the  spoot".  Now,  which  part  of  the  body  is  the  spool?  Another 
humorous  die  cutting  error  is  John  Grether*s  Importer  of  China  and 
queens  ware  token  OH200A-3  where  the  die  cutter  was  either  drunk  or 
suffered  from  lack  of  sleep  and  the  desired  word  "importer"  resulted  in 
his  absurd  spelling  "impororter". 

You  are  not  fully  dressed  until  you  wear  a smile,  Charley  Willey. 
If  this  article  gave  you  a smile,  or  better  yet,  a laugh,  it  was  a success 
and  made  collecting  a little  more  fun.  If  I missed  a few  choice  humor- 
ous tokens,  I'd  be  delighted  if  you  shared  them  with  me  and  would  be 
most  delighted  to  make  an  addendum  to  this  small  effort  on  my  part 
for  inclusion  in  a later  issue  of  our  journal. 
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|Report  on  Fifth  Ed.  of  Patriotic  Catalog! 


The  transcription  of  the  text,  with  fifth  edition  changes,  into  computer  CDs 
has  been  completed,  as  has  the  search  for  new  die  photos  and  some  of 
the  older  dies  that  did  not  have  photos  in  the  fourth  edition.  The  photo 
search  was  not  100%  sucessful,  but  better  than  no  search  at  all.  All  of  this 
information  has  been  sent  to  the  Publisher  for  his  quote  on  publication 
price.  Upon  receipt  of  hi’s  quote,  a marketing  plan  will  be  formulated  and 
submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  for  approval. 

This  fifth  edition  has  a number  of  new  features,  some  of  which  are: 

1.  Larger  type  size.  The  old  9 point  size  has  been  replaced  with  11  point 

size  which  should  help  our  aging  eyesight.  The  6X9  book  size  has 
been  retained. 

2.  This  fifth  edition  will  contain  435  pages  and  will  include  Cindy  Grell- 

man's  die-a-gram  covering  the  die  6-7-8  series  and  which  first 
appeared  in  the  soft  cover  update  to  the  fourth  edition. 

3.  Non-destructive  testing  has  shown  the  "zinc"  material  to  be  tin,  and  the 

listings  have  been  changed  to  reflect  this. 

4.  Non-destructive  testing  has  also  shown  that  the  nickel  pieces  are  com- 

posed of  the  same  materials  and  in  the  same  percentages  as  the  Ger- 
man silver  pieces.  These  two  categories  have  been  combined  into 
German  silver  listings  with  an  appropriate  rarity  adjustment. 

5.  All  of  the  rarities  have  been  examined  and  adjusted  to  the  most  recent 

data,  mainly  from  Steve  Hayden's  extensive  data  base. 

6.  Thirty  six  new  dies  have  been  added  in  this  edition,  as  well  as  over  120 

new  listings. 

7.  The  format  for  this  edition  remains  the  same  as  for  the  fourth  edition  as 

it  has  proven  to  be  popular  and  easy  to  understand. 

8.  In  keeping  with  the  philosophy  of  the  fourth  edition  that  plated  pieces 

should  not  enjoy  a rarity  greater  than  their  base  metal  due  to  extreme 
difficulty  in  determining  the  placing  application  time,  this  fifth  edition 
has  relegated  plated  pieces  to  a sub-heading  following  the  base 
material  listing.  The  term  "aki"  (also  known  in)  has  been  used  for  this 
purpose,  A sample  entry  might  be:  234/  367a  C R7  (aki,  SpIC,  GpIC).

Civil  Way  Die  Sinker 


by  Earl  E.  Rogers 

Shubael  Davis  Childs  Jr.,  an  engraver  of  Civil  War  token  (dies, 
supplied  hundreds  of  merchants  in  Northern  states  with  the  tokens.  His 
wares  extended  as  far  east  as  New  York.  The  "liberty  head"  and  "eagle" 
dies  are  readily  distinguishable  from  the  other  die  sinkers  of  that  period. 
His  dies  were  made  with  perfection  in  every  detail  and  are  almost  void  of 
die-breaks. 

S.  B.  Childs  & Co.  was  started  by  his  father,  Shubael  Davis  Childs, 
in  1837  at  Chicago.  He  was  bom  December  10,  1799  in  Westborough, 
Massachusetts.  On  Aprit  27,  1831  he  married  Eliza  Woodburn  Aiken  in 
New  York  City.  Shubael  Childs  set  sail  for  Chicago  in  1837,  the  same  year 
the  city  was  incorporated.  The  waters  of  the  Great  Lakes  were  so  danger- 
ous at  that  time,  that  most  of  the  passengers  got  off  at  Detroit  and  walked 
the  remainder  of  the  way.  By  the  time  the  disastrous  crew  arrived  at  Chi- 
cago the  people  who  walked  from  Detroit  were  already  there.  The  Childs 
family  boarded  at  the  Lake  House,  later  known  as  the  Tremont  House,  for 
a short  stay  until  Mr.  Childs  established  his  place  of  business  and  living 
quarters  at  Number  9 Clark  St.  The  following  year  Chicago's  first  theater 
was  erected,  the  Rialto,  and  Mr.  Childs  was  elected  to  handle  all  their 
advertising  and  metal  signs.  He  was  the  first  of  this  trade  to  set  up  busi- 
ness in  Chicago,  therefore  he  is  considered  one  of  the  early  pioneers  of 
the  city. 


Mr.  Childs  was  not  only  a successful  tradesman,  but  engaged 
himself  to  a great  extent  in  the  civil  activities  of  Chicago.  He  took  part  in 
the  problems  of  water  purification,  drainage,  and  the  naming  of  the  streets; 
and  was  also  a staunch  abolitionist  right  up  to  Lincoln's  election  and  the 
Civil  War.  In  1857  he  retired  from  his  business,  turning  it  over  to  his  son, 
Shubael  Jr.,  who  started  with  him  in  1854.  Mr.  Childs  died  at  his  home  in 
Evanston,  Illinois  on  January  9,  1870. 

When  Shubael  Davis  Childs  Jr.  entered  his  father's  business  they 
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set  up  a new  and  larger  establishment  at  117  1/2  Randolph  St.  It  was  from 
this  address  that  the  Civil  War  token  dies  were  made.  The  business 
remained  there  until  destroyed  by  the  Chicago  Fire  in  the  fall  of  1871.  It 
became  necessary  for  Childs  to  go  east  and  borrow  the  money  to  rebuild 
the  business,  since  the  government  made  it  possible  to  furnish  the  money 
to  prominent  businessmen  in  Chicago  by  declaring  emergency  funds  for 
the  damages  caused  by  this  great  disaster.  A temporary  office  was  set  up 
at  Kingsbury  and  Kinzie  Streets,  where  the  operations  were  carried  on  until 
1873,  when  it  was  made  possible  through  successful  business  to  erect  a 
new  building  at  115  S.  Franklin  St.  At  this  time  they  had  a capital  invest- 
ment of  $20,000  with  a annual  production  value  of  $25,000;  and  engaged 
18  employees  on  a monthly  payroll  of  $1,000.  Childs  died  in  1886,  after 
which  the  business  was  carried  on  by  his  sons.  The  engraving  trade  must 
have  died  with  Childs,  because  by  1900,  S.  B.  Childs  & Co.'s  principal 
business  was  wholesale  and  retail  stationers.  Their  office  was  located  at 
136  S.  Clark  St.  with  workshops  at.  376  W.  Monroe  St.  They  were  manu- 
facturers of  file  cabinets  and  other  miscellaneous  supplies,  and  jobbers  of 
other  stationery  items.  They  were  still  listed  in  the  1935  Chicago  directory, 
but  are  not  in  existence  today  . 

So,  as  the  sun  rises,  the  sunset  dims  into  night,  but  leaving  us  a 
memory  of  this  day  throughout  the  coming  years.

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Washington  Territory  during  the  Civil  War 


Bruce  Duncan 

Considered  a part  of  British  North  America  until  1846,  Washington  Ter- 
ritory was  created  out  of  the  Oregon  Territory  in  1853.  A draft  of  the  first  bill  of 
organization  called  the  area  "Columbia  Territory"  after  the  great  river  of  the 
region,  but  the  suggestion  of  Congressman  Richard  Stanton  of  Kentucky  to  honor 
George  Washington  was  adopted. 

By  1859  the  State  of  Oregon  had  been  admitted  to  the  union.  The  east- 
ern portion  of  Oregon  Territory  was  annexed  to  Washington  Territory  whose 
boundaries  now  included  all  of  the  present  States  of  Washington  and  Idaho,  and 
those  portions  of  Montana  and  Wyoming  lying  westerly  of  the  Continental 
Divide. 


Numerous  gold  discoveries  to  the  North  and  East  of  Fort  Boise  caused 
Congress  to  combine  the  mining  regions  into  Idaho  Territory  in  1863  which  was 
again  divided  to  form  the  Montana  Territory  in  1864. 

The  region  boasted  long-settled  forts  and  trading  posts  of  the  Hudson 
Bay  Company  like  Vancouver  and  Nisqually  and  more  recent  military  forts  at 
Walla  Walla  and  Steilacoom 

The  lure  of  gigantic  trees  for  ship  spars  and  bridge  pilings  brought  the 
loggers,  and  the  logs  brought  the  saw  mills  which  in  turn  created  the  ports.  Agri- 
culture flourished  along  the  easily  watered  river  bottoms  and  coal,  silver,  and  gold 
brought  the  miners  which  gave  birth  to  the  towns. 

Typical  town  sites  would  have  included  general  stores,  livery  stables, 
hotels,  breweries,  and  the  ubiquitous  saloons. 

Participation  in  the  Union  Army  was  mandated  by  the  territorial  status. 
Casualty  records  indicate  that  no  soldiers  or  officers  were  killed  in  action  or  of 
wounds  received  in  action  but  that  2 officers  and  10  soldiers  died  of  disease  and 
10  others  died  by  causes  not  previously  listed. 

The  nearest  action  may  have  been  as  distant  as  2000  miles  and  the 
scenes  of  major  conflict  3000  miles  or  more.  The  modes  or  routes  of  travel  are 
yet  to  be  discovered  but  it  seems  likely  that  the  road  to  battle  may  have  been  as 
severe  as  the  battle,  with  the  casualties  occurring  en-route. 

With  a territorial  population  of  about  12,000  there  was  definitely  com- 
merce. Whether  coinage  of  the  United  States  was  in  circulation  can  only  be 
assumed.  Barter  was  a probable  means  of  trade  but  it  is  also  known  that  tokens 
had  been  issued  and  were  in  use. 

Well  established  towns  would  need  some  medium  of  exchange  and. 
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except  for  gold  dust  in  the  mining  towns,  there  likely  would  have  been  other 
issuers  of  tokens  for  local  trade.  A recently  listed  sale  for  a token  from  the  Miners 
Brewery  & Bakery  of  Idaho  City,  Idaho  Territory  GF  25  cts  bears  this  out.  I am 
certain  that  other  tokens  will  come  to  light  to  further  expand  the  realm  of  Civil 
War  Tokens.

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Letter  to  the  Editor 


You  mentioned  in  the  Spring  2005  Journal  that  you  would  like  to 
hear  from  the  C.W.T.  members  to  take  the  load  off  of  Sterling  Rachootin.  I 
thought  I would  take  you  up  on  that  offer.  My  name  is  James  Heninger.  I 
have  been  a member  of  the  Society  for  only  a couple  of  months.  How  I 
became  a member  is  an  interesting  story,  or  at  least  I think  so. 

First  of  all,  I am  a collector  of  antiques  and  coins.  I started  col- 
lecting coins  because  my  fishing  buddy  gave  me  the  coin  collecting  bug. 
(Thanks  a lot  Kirt!)  My  interests  were  in  the  coins  of  Japan  and  Russia 
because  of  the  history  that  both  of  these  countries  have,  particularly  of 
tsars  and  samurais.  I didn't  know  that  coin  stores,  and  coin  shows,  would 
cover  areas  of  my  interest.  Boy  was  I wrong!  Once  they  had  shown  me 
coins  of  these  countries,  I was  hooked!  I collected  many  coins  and  cur- 
rency, and  anything  else  that  dealt  with  these  two  countries. 

My  friend  Kirt  and  I attended  a coin  shop  close  to  where  we  live  in 
Utah.  Quite  regularly  he  would  buy  the  American  coins  and  bills  and  I 
would  buy  the  foreign,  but  this  day  was  different.  I noticed  that  the  dealer 
had  some  currency  and  coins,  or  tokens,  from  the  Civil  War.  I told  my 
friend  to  come  take  a look  at  them.  We  asked  the  store  personnel  if  we 
could  take  a closer  look  at  them  out  of  the  glass  case  that  they  were  dis- 
played in.  She  agreed. 

This  was  in  October  or  so.  We  drooled  over  these  Civil  War  tok- 
ens like  two  kids  in  a candy  shop  each  and  every  time  we  went  to  make  a 
purchase  there.  It  got  to  the  point  where  I couldn't  take  it  anymore.  Since  it 
was  close  to  the  holidays,  I started  an  early  Christmas  for  my  friend  and  I. 
I bought  the  ones  that  we  liked  the  best,  and  that  were  in  the  best  shape. 
They  were  in  very  fine  and  extra  fine  condition.  There  were  no  flaws  that  I 
could  see.  I secretly  put  them  on  layaway.  (Thank  goodness  for  sweet 
layaway  programs!)  My  friend  had  gone  there  a couple  more  times  without 
me  and  noticed  that  our  beloved  coins  were  quickly  being  sold.  He 
expressed  this  concern  to  me.  I did  all  I could  to  keep  a straight  face,  so  as 
to  not  ruin  the  Christmas  surprise. 

November  or  so  I attended  an  antique  show  and  one  of  the  deal- 
ers had  a very  impressive  display  of  Civil  War  items  (bullets,  fragments 
from  cannon  balls,  pictures,  etc.)  This  was  the  most  fantastic  collection  I 
had  ever  seen!  They  would  be  great  historical  items  to  have.  I did  not 
know  if  I would  have  this  chance  again  to  purchase  Civil  War  items,  so  I 
acted  on  impulse.  I purchased  Civil  War  bullets,  dropped  and  unfired  (mini 
musket  balls  to  be  exact.)

After  he  opened  it  he  called  me  and  told  me  how  neat  of  a 
gift  idea  this  was.  Kirt  and  I now  attend  antique  and  coin  shows  as  often  as 
we  can.

Thanks  a 
million  Frank  for  the  cool  stories  and  awesome  display  of  coins.  This  is  a 
great  way  to  preserve  the  Blue  and  the  Grey!

CWTS  VERIFICATION  SERVICE 


NOTICE  OF  POLICY 


The  following  policy  and  terms  will  be  observed  by  the  Society’s 
Verification  Service.  Please  read  carefully  before  submitting  specimens  to 
the  Verification  Officer. 

1.  The  verification  service  is  performed  at  a charge  of  $6  per  token  plus 
the  cost  of  any  insurance  and/or  registered  mail  required.  If  no  insurance 
is  requested,  each  token  will  be  valued  at  a maximum  of  $10  in  the  event 
of  loss. 

2.  The  purpose  of  the  Verification  Service  is  to  identify  and  attribute 
tokens  belonging  to  or  being  offered  to  CWTS  members  that  appear  to  be 
new  varieties  of  Civil  War  tokens,  such  as  those  of  unlisted  issuers,  new 
die  varieties,  die  combinations,  metal  types  and  overstrikes,  for  inclusion 
in  future  editions  of  the  patriotic  and  storecard  catalogs.  The  service  does 
not  identify  and  attribute  tokens  that  can  be  readily  identified  by  consulting 
the  catalogs.  The  Verification  Officer  at  his/her  discretion  may  decline  to 
examine  tokens  that  are  readily  identifiable  from  the  catalogs. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  Upon  return  to  the  owner,  all  specimens  will  be  insured  for  a minimum 
value  of  $10  per  token.  The  owner  has  the  option  of  requesting  and 
paying  for  insurance  and/or  registered  mail  at  a value  declared  by  the 
owner.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  insurance  above  the 
minimum  without  this  value  submitted. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or 
cardboard,  stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against  possible 
damage  upon  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from  the 
holder  by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination. 
This  requires  the  token  be  submerged  in  water. 

6.  Unless  permission  is  specifically  denied  on  the  request,  the  Service 
may  do  a touchstone  test  on  the  edge  of  the  token.  This  will  usually  be 
done  to  differentiate  copper,  brass,  and  copper-nickel. 

7.  The  submitter  should  state  the  specific  information  or  question  to  be 
answered  regarding  the  specimen. 

8.  The  Verificaton  Service  will  not  assign  a rarity  to  any  new  find.  A copy 
of  the  new  find  certificate  will  be  submitted  to  the  editor  of  the  new 
storecard  catalog  and/or  to  the  editor  of  the  patriotic  catalog.  The 
assignment  of  rarity  can  be  more  accurately  done  by  the  cataloguing  staff. 

9.  All  specimens  must  be  accompanied  by  a properly  filled  in  request 
form,  copies  of  which  are  available  in  this  and  previous  Journal  editions. 

10.  Six  weeks  must  be  allowed  for  the  return  of  specimens.

Detroit  Civil  War  Store  Card  Notes 


C.  B.  Goodrich,  "Opposite  the  Perkins  Hotel" 


By  W.  David  Perkins,  NLG 


C.  B.  Goodrich  Civil  War  Store  Card  token  advertising  his  Boot  and  Shoe 
Store  location  as  "Opposite  the  Perkins  Hotel."  This  specimen  of  the  Ml 
225AH-3A  Store  Card  is  from  the  recently  dispersed  Rosen  Collection. 
This  specimen  is  also  ex.  George  Fuld  Collection  and  is  the  plate  photo  in 
the  book  U.  S.  Civil  War  Store  Cards  by  George  and  Melvin  Fuld  (Second 
Edition).  It  is  in  the  author’s  collection  and  now  resides  in  a bank  "oppo- 
site" the  author'sneighborhood. 

My  third  "favorite"  Detroit  Civil  War  Store  Card  token  is  C.  B. 
GOODRICH  / DEALER  IN  / BOOTS  & SHOES  / OPP.  / PERKINS  / HOTEL  / 
DETROIT  (Fuld  Ml 225  AH).  The  reason  will  be  obvious  to  those  who  know  that 
my  great-great  grandfather,  Wm.  Perkins,  Jr.  issued  two  of  the  Detroit  Store 
Cards  - PERKINS  HOTEL  (MI225  BC)  AND  W.  PERKINS,  JR.  / GROCER  & 
PROVISION  DEALER  (MI225  BD).  C.  B.  Goodrich  advertised  his  location  as 
"Opposite  the  Perkins  Hotel!" 

C.  B.  Goodrich  is  Charles  B.  Goodrich.  His  Boot  & Shoe  business  was 
located  across  the  street  from  the  Perkins  Hotel.  The  1863  Michigan  Business 
Directory  lists  Goodrich's  business  as  follows,  "Goodrich  Charles  B nr  cor  Grand 
River  and  Cass.  The  Perkins  Hotel  was  located  at  the  corner  of  Grand  River,  Cass 
and  Middle  Street. 

An  article  in  the  Detroit  Free  Press  dated  November  20,  1 868  further 
confirms  the  location  opposite  the  Perkins  Hotel: 

"ADDITIONAL  IMPROVEMENTS.  - Wm.  Perkins,  Jr.,  the  well 
known  proprietor  of  the  Perkins  Hotel,  corner  of  Grand  river  and  Middle 
streets  and  Cass  avenue,  is  just  now  in  the  midst  of  a considerable 
improvement  to  his  premises,  and  additional  facilities  for  carrying  on  a 
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large  and  increasingbusiness,  consisting  of  a wing  on  Middle  street,  sixty 
feet  in  length  and  foustories  in  height,  forming  a very  noticeable  feature  in 
that  vicinity.  It  is  aframe  structure  with  flat  roof,  heavy  cornice  and  orna- 
mental windows,  the  style  of  the  finish  to  resemble  somewhat  that  of  brick 
buildings. 

The  increase  of  business  in  the  city  has  another  proof  of  its  rapid 
march,  and  the  demand  for  more  hotel  and  boarding  room  in  this  large 
addition  to  one  of  the  principal  "farmer"  hotel's  in  Detroit.  Only  the  past 
summer  the  "Goodman  House"  four  blocks  from  the  Perkins  was  rebuilt 
from  cellar  to  garret  of  substantial  brick,  and  a very  large  number  of  rooms 
added  to  its  former  capacity,  but  the  cry  is  still  for  more,  and  in  order  to 
meet  this,  Mr. Perkins  has  added  to  his  facilities  as  above  stated.  He  also 
proposes  to  extend  his  building  on  the  Grand  River  street  front,  the  whole 
length  of  the  property  to  the  alley,  and  fronting  the  triangular  block  of  Mr. 
Goodrich,  built  the  past  season  on  the  opposite  corner  of  Cass  and  Grand 
River  streets." 

One  June  8,  2000  I posted  an  inquiry  requesting  information  on  Charles 
B.  Goodrich  on  a genealogy  forum.  The  very  next  day  I received  a response  from 
a relative  of  Charles  B.  Goodrich,  Robert  H.  Shirkey  of  Mason,  Michigan!  Robert 
was  not  aware  of  the  Goodrich  Store  Card  but  provided  some  wonderful  infor- 
mation onCharles,  as  follows: 

"The  Goodrich  family  settled  in  Connecticut.  The  children  of  my  great, 
great,  great  grandfather  Ichabod  Goodrich  spread  out  across  the  country.  My 
great-great  grandfather  was  the  youngest  of  Ichabod's  sons  and  he  went  to 
Georgia.  Another  son,  Ichabod  II,  came  to  Detroit  in  about  1836  and  opened  a 
Boot  and  Shoe  making  business. 

Charles  B.  Goodrich  was  the  son  of  Ichabod  II  and  Grace  Palmer  and 
followed  Ichabod  1 1 into  the  Shoe  and  Boot  business.  Charles  did  own  a shoe  and 
boot  store  from  what  I have  found  but  I don't  have  that  information  right  at 
hand.... 


Interestingly,  Charles  disappears  from  records  about  1880.  He  is 
not  buried  with  his  parents  in  Elmwood  Cemetery  in  Detroit.  His  father  and 
son  died  about  that  same  time  and  are  buried  in  Elmwood.  The  son  did  at 
14.  Charles  is  also  not  buried  with  his  wife  Anna  or  his  other  children,  who 
lived  in  Detroit,  in  Evergreen  Cemetery  in  Detroit.  His  daughter's  family 
notes,  given  in  the  1950s  to  my  great  Aunt,  lists  him  as  dying  in  1909. 
Those  buried  in  Evergreen  lived  beyond  1909.  Charles  oldest  son  moved 
to  Boston  and  I am  now  trying  to  see  if  Charles  moved  east  with  him." 

Ichabod  Goodrich  is  not  listed  in  the  1837  Detroit  directory.  The 
1856  Johnston's  Detroit  City  Directory  lists  both  Ichabod  and  Charles: 
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Caption:  1 860  map  of  Detroit. 
Circled  areas  highlight  the 
“triangular  block”  of  Grand  River 
Avenue,  Cass  Avenue  and  Middle 
Street.  Woodward  Avenue  also  is 
illustrated  on  this  map.  The 
“Russell  House”  hotel  south  of 
Grand  River  Avenue  is  also  of 
interest  to  Civil  War  token 
collectors.  A number  of  Detroit 
Civil  War  Store  Card  token 
merchants  were  located  about  the 
Russell  House  block. 
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"Goodrich  Charles  B.,  salesman,  w.  Johnson  & Barnes;"  "Goodrich  Icha- 
bod,  shoemaker,  33  and  35  Abbot."  Johnson  & Barnes  is  listed  as  a boot  & 
shoe  manufacturer  and  dealer  located  at  85  Woodward  ave.  By  1 872  there 
is  only  (an?)  Ichabod  listed  in  the  city  directory,  as  follows,  "Goodrich  Icha- 
bod,  boots,  shoes  and  news  depot,  93  Grand  River  ave,  h 37  Abbott." 
Interestingly,  over  the  years  the  address  for  the  Perkins  Hotel,  Grocery 
and  Meat  Market  businesses  ranges  from  92  to  100  Grand  River.  The  "odd 
numbered  street  address"  (93  Grand  River)  is  appropriately  "opposite  the 
Perkins  Hotel." 

The  1880  United  States  Census  lists  Charles  B.  Goodrich  as  a 
Bank  Clerk,  43  years  old  and  as  born  in  Michigan  (and  Father  b CT; 
Mother  b CT).  His  wife  Anna  is  listed  as  43  years  old,  b England. Three 
sons  and  two  daughters  are  listed  (including  a daughter  Grace)  ranging  in 
ages  from  2 to  19. 


This  is  the  eighth  article  in  a series  of  articles  on  Detroit,  Michigan 
Civil  War  Store  Cards.  These  articles  will  be  published  under  the  heading 
"Detroit  Civil  War  Storecard  Notes."  Primary  sources  for  my  research  are 
the  Internet  (Genealogy  forums,  relatives  of  the  token  issuers,  etc.); 
Detroit  City  Directories  of  1837;  1856-57;  1861;  1872-73;  1876-77  and 
1882;  the  1863  Michigan  Gazetteer;  Industries  of  Michigan,  City  of  Detroit, 
published  in  1880;  The  History  of  Detroit  and  Michigan  by  Silas  Farmer, 
published  in  1889;  and  other  references  in  my  personal  library.  For  those 
interested  in  further  research  into  the  Detroit  Civil  War  Store  Cards,  I 
recommend  the  Burton  Historical  Society  in  Detroit.

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Historical  Slogans  - Words,  No  Pictures 

(Ideas  are  more  easily  conveyed  with  words  than  pictures) 


The  reason  I'm  so  engrossed  in  the  collecting  and  study  of  Civil 
War  tokens  is  that  they  portray  and  reveal  so  many  different  facets  of  that 
most  interesting  period  of  United  States  history,  as  well  as  presenting  a 
historical  overview  of  United  States  coinage  over  the  years.  Then  there 
are  the  many  famous  patriotic  slogans  that  abound.  Let's  not  forget  the 
Shores  of  Tripoli,  nd  the  War  of  1812,  with  its  slogan,  "Millions  for 
defense,  not  one  cent  for  tribute".  (Yes,  I know  in  the  original  it  states 
"Millions  for  defense  not  a 6 pence  for  tribute".)  A sampling  of  slogans 
would  include  the  following:  "Proclaim  liberty  throughout  the  land.”  "The 
Federal  union  must  and  shall  be  preserved,  Jackson,”  "God  Protect  the 
Union,”  "The  wealth  of  the  South,”  "Our  rights,  the  Union,  and  the  Con- 
stitution,” "The  Federal  Government,  a National  Currency,  Free  Trade,  and 
Human  Rights,”  "United  We  Stand,  Divided  We  Fall,”  "Good  for  Another 
Heat,”  "Union  for  Ever,”  "No  Compromise  with  Traitors,”  "United  Country,” 
"If  anybody  Attempts  to  tear  it  Down,  Shoot  Him  on  the  Spot,  Dix,”  "Pro- 
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claim  Liberty  Throughout  the  Land,”  "Peace  Forever,”  "The  Constitution 
Must  and  Shall  Be  Preserved,”  "Millions  for  Contractors,  Not  one  Cent  for 
Widows,”  "Money  Makes  the  Mare  Go,”  and  "Horrors  of  War,  Blessings  of 
Peace.” 


Liberty  Depicted 


Female  Bust  with  Liberty  Cap 


Indian  Bust  /Feathered  Headdress 


A brief  overview  of  patriotic  obverses  begin  with  a female  bust 
wearing  the  liberty  cap  representing  the  concept  of  liberty  (dies  1 - 29) 
which  closely  resembled  French  coins  that  appeared  at  the  time  of  the 
French  Revolution.  The  so  called  American  version  of  liberty  depicting 
female  Indian  busts  with  headgear  of  feathers,  dies  49  - 104,  which 
according  to  some  historians  were  designed  to  symbolize  liberty  and 
freedom,  the  American  version,  but  to  my  mind  seems  very  illogical.  The 
American  Indian  had  little  freedom,  no  liberty,  being  forced  off  his  land, 
placed  on  reservations,  deprived  of  the  vote,  massacred,  decimated  by 
disease,  etc.  Besides  Liberty  heads,  we  find  other  symbols  representing 
liberty,  such  as,  eagles,  flags,  shields,  The  North  Star,  and  liberty  caps, 


Patriots 

Dies  105-154-A,  Present  portraits  of  George  Washington,  Abra- 
ham Lincoln,  Andrew  Jackson,  George  McClellen,  Benjamin  Franklin,  and 
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Stephen  A.  Douglas.  The  presidential  candidates  of  the  1864  presidential 
election  are  also  pictured,  plus  General  Burnside  who  was  not  recognized 
for  his  military  exploits,  but  his  facial  whiskers. 


Nationalism  vs  Provincialism 

Military  prowess  and  Northern  strength  were  portrayed  by  showing 
off  the  Monitor,  which  altered  the  makeup  of  naval  construction  for  war- 
ships of  all  nations.  The  Capitol  in  Washington  D.C.  pictured  on  dies  233 
and  234  dramatized  the  important  change  necessary  for  the  American 
psyche  to  expand  from  that  of  a localized  provincialism  to  a National 
image  over  states'  rights  which  at  the  time  was  the  more  prevalent  belief 
then  in  vogue.  The  many  flag  issues  also  had  a similar  focus  in  that 
direction. 


Union  Symbols 

Many  Civil  War  tokens  portrayed  militaristic  as  well  as  nationalistic 
symbols  to  build  up  a fervor  for  the  Union  cause.  You  will  find  many  tok- 
ens displaying  eagles,  flags,  shields,  liberty  caps,  and  such  military  items 
as  cannons,  swords,  sabers,  drums,  etc.  The  words  are  frequently  found 
displayed  on  Civil  War  tokens  which  was  utilized  to  focus  attention  toward 
a national  orientation  with  the  main  purpose  of  making  whole  again  our 
divided  country. 
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Store  Cards 


Store  cards  not  only  focused  on  patriotic  themes  , but  incorporated 
commercial  and  economic  themes  as  well.  We  can  view  the  different  arti- 
cles of  clothing  worn  from  hats  to  shoes  and  the  new  factory  manufactured 
pants  and  shirts,  indications  which  meant  the  Industrial  Revolution  was 
making  inroads  on  the  American  scene.  There  was  the  iron  tipped  plow 
that  greatly  changed  agriculture,  even  time  pieces  (pocket  watches)  which 
early  on  had  to  be  wound  by  key  are  depicted.  The  sewing  machine  was 
becoming  popular  to  aid  in  the  mass  production  of  clothing.  The  anvil  was 
still  very  popular  at  the  time,  being  that  most  land  transportation  was  still 
performed  by  horse  and  wagon  and  the  labor  to  maintain  that  way  of  life 
by  blacksmiths.  Ships  and  trains  were  coming  into  their  own.  Noting  the 
diversity  of  store  cards  issued  by  merchants  just  blows  your  mind.  Ice 
cream  parlors,  beer  gardens,  oyster  houses,  tobacco  shops,  bee  keeping, 
soda  water  production,  taxidermy,  and  coffin  manufacturing  unfortunately, 
were  just  a few  of  the  commercial  activities  engaged  in  of  those  times  that 
our  tokens  captured  in  metal. 
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The  Home 


Store  cards  give  us  insights  into  so  many  daily  activities  that 
demonstrated  how  the  people  lived  in  those  days.  The  main  room  fireplace 
was  beginning  to  give  way  to  our  present  day  kitchens  with  the  introduction 
of  various  new  stoves.  Now  baking  could  be  done  indoors  instead  of 
having  to  go  outdoors  where  the  ovens  were  located.  It  wouldn't  be  long 
before  bathrooms  would  be  commonplace  also.  Architecture  and  the 
design  of  homes  and  buildings  were  rapidly  changing,  including  their 
height,  size,  and  complexity. 


Health,  the  Body,  and  Daily  Living 

Tools  of  the  trades  are  pictured  on  our  tokens.  Our  European 
immigrants  brought  to  the  new  world  their  wherewithal  in  producing  alco- 
holic beverages.  We  have  brewing  implements  appearing  on  some  tokens, 
the  kegs  that  hold  beer,  wagons  used  in  their  delivery,  and  the  mugs  for 
devouring  the  beverage.  Wines  too  are  illustrated.  If  you  wished  to  know 
how  false  teeth  looked,  or  tools  that  the  dentist  had  at  his  disposal,  study 
your  tokens  Spectacles  for  the  eyes  can  be  found  also,  just  consult  your 
tokens.  God  help  you  if  you  got  sick,  they  had  the  use  of  the  mortar  and 
pestle,  but  their  knowledge  of  curing  anything  was  minimal.  Medicines 
came  in  very  attractive  bottles  along  with  their  high  content  of  alcohol 
which  had  the  effect  of  making  a sick  person  forget  all  about  his  illness  he 
was  suffering  from.  What  patent  medicines  portended  to  cure  was  a laugh- 
ing matter,  just  read  their  claims  made  on  the  various  store  cards. 
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Dress  and  Wearing  Apparel 


One  gleans  a picture  of  how  men  and  women  clothed  themselves 
in  the  mid  19th  century.  Pictured  on  Civil  War  tokens  are  samples  of 
shoes,  boots,  hats,  shirts,  and  tailormade  articles  of  mass  produced 
clothing.  Not  pictured  , but  mentioned  on  tokens  were  hoop  skirts,  and 
fancy  goods.  Many  pictures  of  those  times  show  children  running  about 
barefoot,  one  reason  being  until  the  time  of  the  Civil  War  a pair  of  shoes 
most  often  did  not  differentiate  between  left  and  right  shoes,  but  both  were 
made  the  same.  Foot  comfort  was  not  a major  consideration  until  hos- 
tilities occurred. 


The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  verbally  and  pictorially  demon- 
strate the  entire  panorama  of  life  in  America  at  one  of  its  most  crucial 
times  in  our  history.  Numismatically  speaking,  there  is  no  richer  era  to  be 
found.  One  day  in  the  not  too  distant  future  it  will  be  so  recognized.  The 
Civil  War  Token  Society  is  on  the  cutting  edge  of  this  almost  unknown 
historical  treasure  trove.

Part  One 


To  the  collector,  the  manufacturer  of  tokens  is  important.  Such 
records  on  Civil  War  token  die-sinkers  are  now  virtually  non-existent. 
Certain  designers  are  well  known,  but  their  relationship  to  one  manu- 
facturer or  another  is  uncertain.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Civil  War  Token 
Society's  Journal  to  furnish  as  much  data  as  possible  to  its  members. 
Considerable  interest  therefore  is  attached  to  any  recapitulation  by  a 
manufacturer  in  the  token  field.  It  has  been  with  pleasure  that  we  have 
received  a great  deal  of  information  from  Mr.  E.  H.  Davis  of  Scovill  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  Waterbury,  Connecticut.  Jointly  we  have  undertaken  to 
assemble  and  record  information  as  to  Scovill’s  production  of  Civil  War 
tokens,  at  least  so  far  as  possible. 

The  most  important  manufacturer  in  the  United  States  of  mer- 
chants store  cards,  hard  times  tokens,  Civil  War  tokens,  medals,  etc.,  was 
J.  M.  L.  & W.  H.  Scovill  and  Company.  Founded  in  1802,  it  is  still  located 
on  its  original  site  on  the  Mad  River  in  Waterbury.  During  the  War  of  1812, 
Scovill  made  many  types  of  uniform  buttons  for  the  United  States  army 
and  navy.  The  government  also  imported  buttons  for  the  navy  until  1820, 
and  probably  later.  Scovill  knew  that  it  could  manufacture  the  buttons,  but 
the  problem  was  complicated  by  the  fact  that  the  army  had  insufficient 
material  to  produce  the  uniforms.  They  did  not  however,  let  such  details 
stop  them.  Hearing  that  John  Jacob  Astor  owned  a large  flock  of  sheep, 
which  were  grazing  on  Manahattan  Island,  they  journeyed  from  Waterbury 
to  purchase  the  much  needed  wool.  Scovill  ordered  the  wool  sent  to 
Waterbury,  where  the  infant  company  set  up  and  financed  a textile  mill. 
Until  1820,  Scovill  wool  and  buttons  combined  to  provide  uniforms  worn  by 
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American  soldiers  and  sailors.  Their  production  of  buttons  is  probably 
better  known  to  the  general  public  than  their  numismatic  ventures.  Sco- 
vill's  numismatic  enterprises  lay  in  the  fact  that  it  provided  scores  of 
varieties  of  well  known  business  cards,  plus  specimens  of  necessity 
money  in  the  form  of  political  medals.  These  medals  were  so  closely 
associated  with  the  period  between  1820  to  1845,  that  the  later  portion  has 
now  become  proverbially  known  as  the  "Hard  Times  Period".  The  "Hard 
Times  Period"  of  the  late  1830's,  and  the  politics  of  the  1840's,  involved 
Webster,  Benton,  Jackson  and  Van  Buren  in  controversies  over  the 
Federal  Bank  and  Independent  Treasury. 

Since  Scovill  entered  into  the  button  manufacturing  business,  in 
1802,  it  has  produced  many  sets  of  closures  which  are  collectors  items 
today.  The  most  famous  of  these  was  a set  made  for  General  Lafayette 
and  presented  to  him  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  this  country  in  1825. 
These  closures,  seventeen  in  number,  were  made  from  solid  gold,  a single 
nugget  unearthed  in  North  Carolina,  and  featured  a bust  of  George  Wash- 
ington. The  die  for  these  buttons  was  cut  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

Scovill's  first  store  card  order  in  1828  was  the  beginning  of  its  part 
in  token  manufacturing  which  was  to  last  for  over  a century.  Many  famous 
pieces  were  struck,  probably  of  which  the  most  interesting  was  their  com- 
memorative store  cord.  Struck  in  1837,  it  commemorated  the  rebuilding  of 
their  plant  from  the  extensive  fire  damage  of  1830.  The  token  carried  the 
symbol  of  the  tabled  "Phoenix"  design,  which  was  desired  by  various  other 
token  customers.  This  symbol  was  historically  significant  of  reconstruction 
after  the  plant  fire  of  1830.  Their  token  work  consisted  of  a variety  of  store 
cards  and  tokens  which  continued  through  the  Civil  War  period,  during 
which  time  they  issued  a number  of  political,  patriotic,  and  store  card 
items.  They  likewise  did  work  for  certain  Latin  American  customers,  which 
account  for  some  of  the  muling  of  Civil  War  tokens  with  southern  names 
on  either  sides.  Medal  work  followed  token  manufacturing,  which  included 
extensive  campaign  issues.  Before  Scovill  discontinued  token  and  medal 
manufacture,  they  struck  over  a hundred  varieties  of  transportation  fare 
tokens,  plus  numerous  badges,  checks,  tool  checks,  etc.  The  company 
feels  that  its  present  historical  summary  is,  at  best  only  tentative,  but  such 
a study  by  the  other  manufacturers  would  be  most  helpful  to  collectors  in 
this  modern  era  of  completeness  on  one  hand,  and  careful  particulars  on 
the  other.  Manufacturers  are  seldom  historians,  and  those  with  varied  type 
of  products  are  as  a rule  not  interested  towards  preserving  "water  over  the 
dam".  In  this  vein  it  is  a pity  that  there  isn't  more  information  on  die-sinkers 
from  1860  on.  Richard  D.  Kenny's  "Early  American  Medalists  and  Die 
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Sinkers  prior  to  the  Civil  War”,  The  Coin  Collectors  Journal,  January 
-February  1954,  is  a valuable  contribution.  Kenny  in  his  introduction  states, 
"since  contemporary  documents  are  conclusive  proof,  it  is  hoped  that  our 
readers  who  posses  or  know  of  such  material,  i.e. , letters,  directories,  etc., 
will  communicate  with  the  compiler".  This  statement  is  repeated  here  and 
it  is  hoped  that  members  of  the  Society  will  work  on  Civil  War  die-sinkers. 

Scovill's  most  famous  Civil  War  die-sinker  was  Darwin  Ellis  (who 
became  the  father  of  Jarvis  E,  Ellis,  one  of  Scovill's  Most  famous  and  long 
service  die-makers).  When  Ellis  came  from  Mishawaka,  Indiana,  he  imme- 
diately began  striking  new  tokens.  It  is  known  that  he  used  these  dies, 
together  with  new  ones,  in  1861,  62,  and  1863.  They  were  mainly  store 
cards,  but  there  were  also  a few  patriotic  pieces.  We  may  pose  the  fol- 
lowing questions  in  regard  to  Darwin  Ellis:  Did  Scovill  strike  the  tokens  on 
order  from  Indiana  merchants?  Had  prices  become  excessive  in  the 
1860's  in  Mishawaka  that  it  became  necessary  to  have  an  eastern  manu- 
facturer strike  them?  Or  were  there  other  reasons?  Based  on  research 
here  are  a few  hypothetical  answers: 

1st.  Some  of  the  mid-western  die-sinkers  got  into  trouble  with  the  Union 
authorities  for  striking  Confederate  money,  etc.,  this  was  especially  true  in 
Cincinnati.  Other  sinkers  couldn't  stand  the  pressure  and  were  forced  to 
close,  so  Darwin  Ellis's  dies  all  came  to  Scovill 

2nd.  Probably  the  demand  for  patriotic  and  merchants  cards  lessened,  due 
to  the  fact  that  such  states  as  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  Illinois  became  saturated 
with  these  pieces,  and  competition  stiffened,  so  Ellis  could  have  been  laid 
off. 

3rd.  Metal  became  scarce  in  the  mid-west  as  most  of  the  copper  and  brass 
came  from  the  east,  mid-west  manufacturers  discontinued  production  of 
Civil  War  tokens. 

For  any  of  the  above  reasons  any  of  the  following  took  place: 

1st.  The  demand  for  Civil  War  tokens  in  the  east  increased  and  therefore 
the  eastern  manufactures,  with  higher  wages,  hired  die-makers  wherever 
they  could. 

2nd.  The  firm  for  whom  Ellis  worked  could  have  gotten  into  Federal  trou- 
ble and  couldn't  pay  Ellis,  so  as  part  or  whole  payment  at  money  owed,  he 
took  his  dies  and  went  to  greener  pastures.  Numerically  more  tokens  were 
issued  by  midwestern  merchants  and  distributed  there  than  in  the  east. 

3rd.  Due  to  the  large  demand  for  Civil  War  tokens  in  the  east,  and  a short- 
age of  good  die-sinkers  and  engravers,  the  eastern  concerns  "pirated" 
workers  from  the  Mid-west. 

4th.  It  is  only  logical  that  Scovill  should  have  received  the  bulk  of  the 
business,  as  they  were  the  largest  and  best  known,  undoubtedly  had  a 
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superior  sales  force,  as  well  as  their  experiences  in  the  button  making. 
Their  production  costs  were  low  and  thus  they  could  sell  their  tokens  at  a 
reduced  cost.  Therefore  Ellis  could  have  been  attracted  by  a brighter 
future.  The  above  are  only  "guesstimates"  because  Scovill's  records  in  the 
latter  nineteenth  century  were  destroyed  by  fire.

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THE  OUTING  OF  JGW: 

A Civil  War  Token  Manufacturer  Revealed 


Donald  Erienkotter 


In  1984  Jack  Detwiler  posed  the  question  of  the  identity  of  the  engraver 
of  patriotic  Civil  War  token  die  362  l.  This  die  is  signed  with  the  initials  "J  G W," 
and  the  identity  of  the  signer  has  remained  uncertain.  Detwiler  suggested  three 
possibilities  for  JGW:  John  G.  Wells,  book  seller  at  165  William  Street  in  New 
York  City;  John  G.  Wellstood.  engraver,  comer  of  Wall  and  William  Streets,  New 
York  City;  or  James  Wilson,  jeweler,  130  E.  Broadway,  New  York  City.  After 
discussing  these  three  possibilities,  he  concluded  that  the  most  probable  choice 
was  John  G.  Wellstood,  the  engraver.  James  Wilson  was  eliminated  on  the 
grounds  that  he  was  not  known  to  have  had  a middle  initial  of  G,  and  was  not  a 
die  sinker  as  well  as  a jeweler. 

Curiously,  Detwiler  had  earlier  identified  a James  Wilson,  engraver, 
listed  at  130  E.  Broadway  in  the  1862  New  York  City  directory,  along  with  a 
James  Wilson,  jeweler,  listed  at  206  E.  Broadway  in  the  18632  directory.  This 
suggests  that  a Wilson  could  have  been  the  producer  of  dies  for  tokens.  But  the 
clinching  evidence  here  is  provided  by  the  following  advertisement  that  appeared 
in  the  New  York  Times,  12  May  1863,  p.  6: 


COPPER  TOKENS  FOR  8ALB.-J.  O.  WIU 
Vv  SON,  Medallat  and  Copper  Token  Manufacturer,  No* 
43  Centre-*t.,(in  the  rear,;  New- York.  Trade  i applied 
at  the  loweat  rat**. 


We  now  have  a J.  G.  Wilson,  medalist  and  copper  token  manufacturer  at 
43  Centre  Street,  who  was  offering  copper  tokens  for  sale  "at  the  lowest  rates." 
Surely  this  man  was  the  one  who  produced  the  token  die  that  was  signed  "J  G W." 
The  question  of  whether  he  was  the  same  as  any  of  the  James  Wilsons  in  the  city 
directory  listings  is  problematical.  During  this  period  New  York  City  directories 
were  compiled  as  of  May  1 in  the  year  preceding  the  one  given  on  the  directory, 
so  J.  G.  Wilson  would  be  expected  to  appear  in  the  1864  directory.  James  Wilson, 
the  jeweler,  actually  does  appear  in  this  directory,  but  not  in  the  1863  directory, 
while  James  Wilson,  the  engraver,  appears  only  in  the  1862  directory.  Both 
listings  provide  just  home  addresses,  so  nothing  more  can  be  determined  from 
them

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Civil  War  Token  Society  Annual  Meeting 


July  29,  2005 
San  Francisco,  California 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:05  PM  by  CWTS  Vice 
President  Steve  Tanenbaum.  The  18  attendees  introduced  themselves. 
Jud  Petrie  announced  that  there  were  items  for  sale  at  the  CWTS  table  at 
the  convention. 

Tanenbaum  said  that  progress  has  been  made  on  the  CWTS 
website.  Petrie  said  that  Scott  Hopkins,  a CWTS  junior  member,  has  a 
website  with  a link  to  the  society's  website.  The  website  address  is 
CWTSociety.com. 

Petrie  presented  his  book  chairman's  report  and  said  that  we  cur- 
rently have  301  patriotic  catalogs  available  for  sale.  We  also  have  316  of 
the  soft-cover  update,  plus  a partial  box  that  Cindy  Wibker  is  holding  for 
the  Society.  The  new  patriotic  catalog  should  be  out  by  the  end  of  the  year 
and  will  have  larger  type  size,  36  new  dies,  revision  of  all  rarities  and  will 
be  435  pages. 

There  are  zero  store  card  books  on  hand,  with  18  on  backorder.  Al 
Hoch  (printer  of  the  store  card  book)  is  sending  out  signature  sheets  to 
Mark  Glazer  for  our  approval.  Tanenbaum  added  that  our  approval  is 
needed  because  the  current  reprints  will  be  a copy  of  a copy  because  the 
negatives  are  missing.  Petrie  also  added  that  there  are  107  copies  of  the 
reprint  of  volume  one  of  the  CWTS  Journal.  There  are  27  copies  of  vol- 
ume two,  plus  there  may  be  some  stored  with  Paul  Cunningham.  The 
negatives  for  this  volume  are  stored,  and  the  CWTS  may  reprint  more. 

Someone  asked  about  an  update  for  the  revision  of  the  store  card 
book.  Tanenbaum  said  that  we'll  hopefully  see  an  updated  version  printed 
in  our  lifetimes.  Glazer  is  currently  putting  the  book  in  digital  format  and 
has  200  of  the  600+  pages  finished. 

To  finish  up  business  from  the  previous  year,  Tanenbaum 
announced  the  winners  of  the  CWTS  literary  awards  for  the  2003  calendar 
year,  which  were  not  presented  at  the  2004  meeting  last  year  because  the 
winners  were  not  selected  in  time  for  the  annual  meeting.  [The  list  was 
published  in  the  Summer  2005  issue  of  the  CWTS  Journal.] 

Tanenbaum  then  announced  the  winners  for  the  2004  calendar 
year,  presented  at  this  meeting: 
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First  Place  - Donald  Erlenkotter  - "The  Hero  of  Pea  Ridge" 

Second  Place  - W.  David  Perkins  - "Captain  Eber  Brock  Ward" 

Third  Place  - W.  David  Perkins  - "Detroit  Civil  War  Storecard  Notes" 
Honorable  Mention  - W.  D.  Perkins  - "Martin  Bros.,  Cheap  Shoes,  Detroit" 

Tanenbaum  then  presented  special  Jack  Detwiler  Memorial  Ser- 
vice Awards  to  both  Susan  Trask  and  Jud  Petrie.  The  awards  were  for 
continuing  service  to  the  CWTS.  Susan  has  served  the  Society  for  many 
years  as  treasurer,  and  Jud  has  given  countless  hours  as  our  book  mana- 
ger. The  two  of  them  received  a beautiful  clock  and  pen  set  with  an  appro- 
priately engraved  plaque.  Everyone  present  expressed  their  sincere  appre- 
ciation to  Susan  and  Jud  for  the  services  they  provide  to  our  organization. 

Cindy  then  read  the  membership  report  prepared  by  CWTS  Sec- 
retary Dale  Cade,  who  was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting.  Dale's  report  was 
as  follows:  At  the  end  of  June,  CWTS  membership  stood  at  942,  including 
150  life  members,  two  junior  members  and  one  associate  member.  There 
was  a report  on  the  updated  patriotic  catalog,  which  Jud  had  presented 
earlier  in  the  meeting.  Dale  also  reported  that  the  "join  CWTS  via  the 
internet"  has  proven  quite  popular,  as  over  70%  of  the  new  June  members 
joined  via  the  internet. 

It  was  suggested  that  someone  write  an  article  for  the  Civil  War 
Times  magazine  about  Civil  War  tokens,  their  affordability,  etc.  It  could  be 
great  exposure  for  our  hobby  and  our  Society. 

Tanenbaum  asked  if  we  could  have  an  area  on  our  website  for 
"officially  recognized  new  finds."  He  felt  that  may  help  speed  up  the  publi- 
cation of  the  new  storecard  book.  Everyone  present  agreed  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  to  do.  Tanenbaum  estimated  that  1,500  new  pieces  will  be 
added  to  the  current  8,000  when  a new  store  card  book  is  published. 

There  are  two  good  websites  for  Civil  War  tokens:  Steve  Hayden's 
and  Eagle  Eye's.  Eagle  Eye  has  photos  of  dies  and  tokens,  which  is  very 
helpful.  Tanenbaum  said  no  one  wants  to  give  too  much  information  on  a 
website  as  our  book  sales  would  be  greatly  impacted. 

Ken  Bauer  said  he  missed  the  "auction  notes"  column  in  the 
CWTS  Journal.  Glen  Lindvall  asked  if  we  could  have  a regular  Journal 
feature  of  unlisted  tokens.  He  volunteered  to  be  editor  of  this  new  column. 

There  was  no  further  business  to  discuss,  and  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  4:50  PM.

Jud  Petrie  reports  that  as  a 
result  of  this  special  offer,  we  have  already  sold  around  60  copies  with  245 
remaining.  The  new  edition  will  go  to  publication  once  our  inventory  has  been 
reduced  to  50  copies. 

Some  late  breaking  news:  The  Olde  Colony  Civil  War  Roundtable  has  ordered  a 
case  of  patriotic  books  and  will  be  distributing  them  to  local  libraries.  Our  thanks 
to  Dana  Zaiser,  a member  of  both  the  Roundtable  and  the  CWTS,  for  making  this 
possible.  Dana  is  also  checking  with  other  Civil  War  roundtables  to  see  if  they 
might  be  interested  in  doing  the  same. 

3.  Current  storecard  book  on  order 

We  no  longer  have  any  copies  of  the  storecard  book  to  offer  for  sale.  The  Board 
has  approved  the  purchase  of  150  copies  of  the  current  edition  book  to  tide  us 
over  until  such  time  the  next  edition  of  the  book  is  ready  for  publication.  Jud 
Petrie  is  working  with  A1  Hoch  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements. 

4.  New  edition  of  storecard  book 

Work  on  creating  a new  edition  of  the  storecard  book  began  this  past  summer.  I

NOTICE  OF  POLICY 

The  following  policy  and  terms  will  be  observed  by  the  Society’s 
Verification  Service.  Please  read  carefully  before  submitting  specimens  to 
the  Verification  Officer. 

1.  The  verification  service  is  performed  at  a charge  of  $6  per  token  plus 
the  cost  of  any  insurance  and/or  registered  mail  required.  If  no  insurance 
is  requested,  each  token  will  be  valued  at  a maximum  of  $10  in  the  event 
of  loss. 

2.  The  purpose  of  the  Verification  Service  is  to  identify  and  attribute 
tokens  belonging  to  or  being  offered  to  CWTS  members  that  appear  to  be 
new  varieties  of  Civil  War  tokens,  such  as  those  of  unlisted  issuers,  new 
die  varieties,  die  combinations,  metal  types  and  overstrikes,  for  inclusion 
in  future  editions  of  the  patriotic  and  storecard  catalogs.  The  service  does 
not  identify  and  attribute  tokens  that  can  be  readily  identified  by  consulting 
the  catalogs.  The  Verification  Officer  at  his/her  discretion  may  decline  to 
examine  tokens  that  are  readily  identifiable  from  the  catalogs. 

3.  No  more  than  four  specimens  in  one  package  will  be  accepted  by  the 
Service  without  prior  correspondence  with  the  Verification  Officer. 

4.  Upon  return  to  the  owner,  all  specimens  will  be  insured  for  a minimum 
value  of  $10  per  token.  The  owner  has  the  option  of  requesting  and 
paying  for  insurance  and/or  registered  mail  at  a value  declared  by  the 
owner.  The  CWTS  cannot  be  responsible  for  insurance  above  the 
minimum  without  this  value  submitted. 

5.  All  specimens  must  be  submitted  in  2 x 2 vinyl  or  Mylar  flips.  The 
service  cannot  be  responsible  for  specimens  in  special  holders  or 
cardboard,  stapled  holders.  (This  requirement  will  protect  against  possible 
damage  upon  removal.)  Specimens  will  usually  be  removed  from  the 
holder  by  the  Service.  Most  will  have  a specific  gravity  determination. 
This  requires  the  token  be  submerged  in  water. 

6.  Unless  permission  is  specifically  denied  on  the  request,  the  Service 
may  do  a touchstone  test  on  the  edge  of  the  token.  This  will  usually  be 
done  to  differentiate  copper,  brass,  and  copper-nickel. 

7.  The  submitter  should  state  the  specific  information  or  question  to  be 
answered  regarding  the  specimen. 

8.  The  Verificaton  Service  will  not  assign  a rarity  to  any  new  find.  A copy 
of  the  new  find  certificate  will  be  submitted  to  the  editor  of  the  new 
storecard  catalog  and/or  to  the  editor  of  the  patriotic  catalog.  The 
assignment  of  rarity  can  be  more  accurately  done  by  the  cataloguing  staff. 

9.  All  specimens  must  be  accompanied  by  a properly  filled  in  request 
form,  copies  of  which  are  available  in  this  and  previous  Journal  editions. 

10.  Six  weeks  must  be  allowed  for  the  return  of  specimens.
